There is something typical in this — some- 
thing with the immediate flavor of life. 
Washington, railed by many tho moBt 
beautiful city in the world, Has a way of 
'dieillualoning great men. And when great 
men, sent to Waihingtoti by tho people are 
disillusioned, the nation Itself sulferB dlatl- 
lUBionment. One such ease hr the Teapot 
Dome affair shoots enough cynielsm through 
the American system to last a generatien. 
Voters don‘t recover easily from n plague 
of corruption such aa that, It so happens 
then that the money loss to the nation by 
graft Is nothing compared with the toss of 
self-respect, 

It seems sensible to inquire — ^Junt now^ 
in this bye election year when many new 
Congressmen are tenvlng tho home town, and 
coming to Washington for the first time— 
into what happens to the people's repro- 
sentntiveR in Washington, and why.

There is little doubt that Washington 
does something lo rongrcssmeti, Tt's an en- 
vironment hard to resist. Many an ambi- 
tious young representative with heart and 
brain unsullied, with flne plans for legis- 
lation has come to the capital only to And 
himself powcrlcfis to get anything done.

walled shout by rules of procedure, by com- 
mittee control, ibat a young Congresanuin, 
especially one of the minority, has little If 
any ehunce to \tv lienril. The House has 

tost its democratic charncterp Not for ton 
years has a single piece of constructive 
legislation come out of the Hovise. This 
k o marked eoniraat to the condition of 
former days. There was n time when the 
House was considered that body ncnTCBt to 
the people, There is evidence that It was 

so intended to he by the founders of the 

Nation. The Constitution providca that this 
body he replaced In port every two years, 
and places the appropriation of funds tn Ita 
hands. 

Today Ibe Senate, whicb was once con- 
sidered a **rich man's club,'' and when cre- 
ated, was looked upon as that body corres- 
ponding to the House of Lords in England, 
is much nearer to the electorate than the

political homes at the blandish- 
menta of Washington high so- 
ciety has social as well as human 
interest. 


House. Such men as Norris, Walsh, Wheeler, 
La Folletto, and Shipstead have fought to 
keep the democratic character of our govern- 
mrnt. That they have sueceodiHl in a 
measure is indicated by the campaign of vil- 
li float ion carried on by Vice President Dawea. 
Dawes is a banker, and fi reported lo look 
with favor upon the fasdst government of 
Italy. He bus devoted all his waking hours 
ns presiding officer of the Senate in trying 
to impose gag-rule upon the Senate. Dawes 
hopes to impose upon the Senate tbo kind 
of undemocratic rule as now ealits in the 
HoUBe. If he succeeds, free government In 
America will have pcrlahed completely. 

Who does not remember with what ardor 
of democratic purpose such men as Cum- 
mins, Poindexter, Lenroot and Each came 
down to Washington, and bow they all fell

for tho blandishments of privilege, and 
pasKod under the yokel 

fcjenator Norris, who seea with clear eyes, 
yet keeps his brave heart ever turned toward 
li domuernUe future, has described vividly 
whnt takes place in Washington. He is 
speaking of federal Judges; Lliia doea not 
Boften the force of the blow an it falls on bis 
Congressional colleagues. 

"When thetie Federal Judges come lo Waah- 
iriglon at the expi'Oie of the taxpayrrs, what 
do they dol Tbej meet with the Chief Job- 
lice. They are dfued every evening some- 
where. They are run to death with social 
fiHivlttcB. They nr© killed with social favorlt- 
UiON liefure they get down to Init^IncBo. That 
In «^etM>«dHlly I rue In reapect to the geahil 
(Tilef Justice we have, who dines out some* 
w’here every night. I wonld like to pause 
right heru to say. Mr. President, that t do

So tho atmospbero nt Waabington k not 
con due I VO to loyalty to the people back 
home^ What Norris describes gets back- 
ing from BiatlstlcB. It is a demonstrable 
fact that there are more milUcmatres per 
square mile In Washington than any other 
plnco in the world, save possibly New York. 
There is more bo -called high society — 
wealthy pcrBOtis of leisure who like to bask 
in the sunsbine of political advantage. They 
carry un hL IIht pulatial hotels, with the 
army and navy, and diplomatic sbt, and it 
li not unlikely that many a gay maid has 
swayed the political destinies of this great 
nation. 

IV 

Other forces form the background of the 
people's rep resent a lives when they come to 
Washington. The Republican and Demo- 
cratic national committees maintain of- 
fleet in Washington. The Republican na- 
tional committee baa a large publiibifig 
busdness. through which it 0 |ierates. It has 
a larger staff of agents who dog the trail 
of Congressmen. The Nattoniil Monufoc- 
turers Association, open-shop and self- 
rigbleous, whose powerful and corrupt 
lobby was expoaedi by Congress in 1913 still 
paces tbo Congressional scene. It fought 
vidouiily against the federal amendment 
prohibiting child lohor, 

Nearly opposite the White House on La- 
fayette Square is located a white, ofllcinl 
looking building, the home of the IT. S, 
Cbambcr of Commerce. Jokers laughingly 
cull it the true sent of government of the 
United Stotos. However that mny be, the 
Chamber exerts n powerful influence on 
legislation. It Has been reported In Wash- 
Ington that the Esch-rummins railroad 
bill wfti drawn in the offices of the U. S. 
Chamber of Commerce. The Chamber seeka 
at every turn to give the impresBion that it 
la closely connected with the government —

the name "'U. S. Chamber of Commerce;*' 
friendly relations between it and the U. S. 
Department of Commerce; the appearance 
of the justices of the Supreme Court, the At- 
torney General, and the Secretary of Com- 
merce at the Chamber's banquets — these in- 
dicate the power the organized commercial 
interests exert over government — and these 
are only surface indications. 

A more hopeful element of the environ- 
ment into which the new Congressman ad- 
justs himself is the research agencies, 
Washington teems with statisticians. 

The Federal Bureau of Labor Statistics — 
the oldest — and perhaps the most influenUal 
fact-finding commission in Washington, is 
the center of the research activity. Though 
orgnitizod under act of Congress of IBBB, 
it did not take its present form until 1912, 
Its reports on wholesale prices^ retail pricca, 
cost of living, wages and hours of labor, em- 
ployment and unemployment, women in in- 
dustry, workers* endurance and compensa- 
tion, and labor laws, domestic and foreign, 
are authoritative and generally accepted ns 
final, They reach the desk of hundreds of 
other stntfsUcianB every month and week, ns 
well na find their way into the daily press 
W'ell masticated for popular consumption. 

The Children *s Bureau investigates and 
reports upon all matters pertaining to the 
welfare of children and child life including 
dangemus occupations, accidents and dis- 
eases of chHciren. The Women's Bureau in- 
vestigates anti reports on all matters per- 
taining to the welfare of women in indus- 
try, The Federal Revenue Board has a 
Division of Analysis and Eesearch; the 
United Btatea Public Health Service a Di- 
vision of Sdentifre Research; the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture carries on farm experi- 
mentation, and has a Department of Agri- 
cultural Economics. Then there are the ex- 
tensive and periodic activities of the Bureau 
of the Census. (Indeed, viewed properly, 
the federal government's peace-time func- 
tion la chiody investigatory and statistical.) 

The work of these bureaus is format and 
routine. The work of the Interstate Com- 
tnerce Commiasion and the Federal Trade 
CommiRsion, two important fact-finding 
agencies of the government, is special and 
excursive. The Federal Trade Commission 
alone, since its inception in 1914, has made 
special invest igations, reaching every 
basic industry in the country. It Is U- 
luminating to glance over the scope of this 
work. Surveys have been made of the foL 
lowing industries; Petroleum, sisal hemp. 


anthracite, bituminous coal, newsprint paper," 
book paper. Hugs, meat packing, profit limi- 
tations, farm implements, milk, cotton yarn, 
Pacific coast petroleum, petroleum prices, 
commerdal field, sugar supply, Southern 
livestock prices, shoe costs and prices, 
tobacco prices (tw*o), export grain, house 
furni&bings, fiour milling, cotton trade, fer- 
tilizer, foreign ownership of petroleum, na- 
tional wealth, calcium arsenate, radio, bread, 
food (two), wheat pricea, gasoline, raisin 


In recent years labor has been repre- 
aented at the oratorical capital, and has been 
able to support those Congressmen who 
wish to serve their conatituenta. There la 
little doubt that Gompers* vision in estab- 
lishing A. F. of L. headquarters at the 
national capital was sound. Labor*s na- 
tional office has been able to make labor 
respected where otherwise the pnid servitorfl 
of the big corporations would obscure the 
democratic horizon. 

There Is little doubt that the handHome, 
dignified A. F. of L. building creates a 
favorable impression of the 4,000,000 wage 
earners who own it. Let Gompers tell the 
story of his coming to Washington; his 
words more than any other outline the 
function labor performs m W'rtshington: 

'Tt wua about the firat of .Tanunry, 1897, 
ihnt I came to Washingtoji to find suitable 
olllcc rooms.

Or he 
can enter an atmosphere of sultry jazz, il- 
licit liquor, little black ba^fs and rich pre- 
ferment. If he poea alonpr^ a Cabinet po- 
sition, or an amba^niH^torship may be Ms 
reward; the voters need not expect anything 
from him in that eventuality. 


Slate Legislatures Important

Interest in Senatorial and f^onK^e 3 ^iona^ 
idections must not be allowed to blind pro- 
gressive citizens to the supreme importance 
of electing the right kind of state legis- 
lators. 

State government toueboB the ordinary 
citizen where he lives. Hoad policy, labor 
policy, school policy— nil are fixed in the 
sUto legislature. Any one of these ts im- 
portabl enough to merit the closest atten- 


tion, No victory for progress in the na- 
tional field could compen.-iate for tb-feul in 
state fields. If reaction could get control 
nf state gave rti meats, it could almost dis- 
pcuKc with its long reliance on Federal 
courts. 

There arc two special reiisons why pro- 
gressives should watch the state legisla- 
tures more closely than ever this year. 

For one, the legions of reaction are mak- 
ing a concentniied drive against the direct 
primary. Having corrupted the prirnary in 
Peansyi Vania and lUlT^oia* they are now 
using their own dirty work as an excuse 
for abolishing the institution they con- 
spired lo disgrace. The audacity of the 


scheme is all but incredible; its sheer nerve 
will bring it success in some quarters, un- 
less progressives are on guard. 

To the charge that the primai'y compels 
the expenditure of great sums, the answer 
is easy and convincing. Smith W. Urook- 
hart was named for the United States 
Senate, against strong^ intrKiiehed and 
wealthy opposition, at a total expense of 
less than ^ 7 , 000 . Without the primary, the 
people of Iowa couldn't have rrominatfd him 
for $ 700 , 000 — ’Or for any other £um. For 
an aroused electorate, the primary is not 
only the surest^ but the cheapest weapon 
ever devised-

Observer® declare that workers arc not 
the principal offenders in this regard. The 
Bo-called blue stocking voter manifests 
more indifference to going to the poUs^ than 
the Wage earning vote, IS hy shouldn t he, 
he has more to gain In thing® as they ate. 
It ii only in those dlatHct® where there is 
a threat to the esUbllahed order that ap- 
proximately full vote appears. Until that 
threat to cBtabJIahed parties becomes real 
on a national scale, a great section of the 
eiectorate will remain quiescenL

Efforts are increasing more and more to dele^te the powers of 
CongTt*ss and state legislatures to executives, thus giving the predatory 
interests greater influence m having the laws enforced to suit them. 

There is no higher duty of a citiaen than to take the part the consti- 
tution gives him to select public olhcials, especially those who legislate 
for tlie people. 

He must register and vote if ho expects his rights to be protected in 
any legislation that may bo enacted* 

For years the number who have taken part in the primaries and 
elections have decreased in comparison to the increase in population. It 
is estimated that there are 56,000,000 people over 21 years of age in the 
United States who are eligible to vote, but to the overwhelming sh^e 
of the neglectful, less than 50 per cent went to the polls in 1924 in a 
presidential election, and in presidential elections the greatest numbers 
vote. 

In “off years^' there is a falling off of millions of votes. 

This is an “off year,“ but if the wage earners of our country and all 
other loyal, just-minded esUxens exercise their constitutional right of suf- 
frage there will be more votes cast than in the last presidential election* 
Most Insidious propaganda Is being circulated to lull the voters and 
eapedally the wage earner® Into a sleep that will keep them from the 
polls. They are told of their amaxing prosperity, and it is hammered into 
them with such persistency and repetition they are thrown off their guard. 
Then comes the advice of the reactionaries, - 
“Let well enough alone*” 

All is not “well enough” in the United States. 

There is every reason for the voters to be alarmed. They must reg- 
ister and vote. Otherwise reaction will triumph*

Other battles in other states are attract- 
ing labor's attention to be sure, In Mary- 
land and in Oklahoma, but the foregoing 
represent the bright particular hopes of

The tactics of the opponents of William 
B* Wilson in Pennsylvania are sinister. The 
Coal Age published a report that Wilson 
was operating a non-union mine in West 
Virginia. This canard was taken up mis- 
takenly by the Fcdc rated Press* Mr. Wil- 
son, in a letter to Secretary Bugniaxet, in 
fiatly denying the falsehood, says: 


Election of several Progres-

''Replying to your letter there is no 
truth in the story carried In the 'Coal Ago* 
and other papers that 1 have acquired an 
Interest in a non-union coal mine in the 
Hichmond field of Virginia* 

"For many years my brother-in-law, Dan- 
iel 5nisom, was an operator on a small scale 
of a bituminous coal mine in Central Penn- 
sylvania, operating a union mine. About 
Ihrco years ago the mine became exhausted 
and since then he has been looking around 
for another small property to operate on. 
Ho learned of a l>0-acro tract in the Rich- 
momi coni field and f went down with him 
to look It over and give him the benefit of 
my judgment concerning ita value* After 
looking It over ho secured a lease of it* 
The property has not been developed and 
was nut in operation at the time that he 
secured the tease* It has not been operated 
since* The field is so insigtiificant from a 
production standpoint that the United Mine 
Workers of America have never atiempied 
to organize it, or to make a wage scale for 
it. Judging from Mr* Milsom's attitude in 
the past I have no doubt that when he does 
start to operate it will be on a union basis 
and with a union agreement. 

"When the matter waa first published in 
the 'Coal Age' it waa brought to the atten- 
tion of the officials of the United Mine 
Workers of America, and the statement I 
have made to you was entirely satisfactory 
to them." (Signed) Willia» B. Wilsom. 

This savage attack of the "Coal Age" on 
Wilson is an appeal to the labor vote in 
Fe ntt sylvan 1 a, and indicates the part labor 
Is playing in the prcBent campaigns* Every 
two years certain corporation candidates 
grow in interest in labor's vote, and cither 
try to win through cajolery or trickery, or 
through downright promiaes.

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And We Learn About Corporations From Them! 


N ot eo very lanj? ago m appointed 
federal board undertook to invejstigato 
the coal imiustry. This board needed 
certflin figures ami undertook to i^et them. 
The coal owners objected, took the case to 
the cver-ready federal judj^et and Beeurod an 
injiinction restraining Uncle Hum from 
scanning the books of the coal corponitioiu 
And Uncle Sam has not aeon them— yet- 
In H western city, the municipal govern- 
ment fought for two years in the courts to 
get a peep at the secret books of the street 
car company — and won— only to be thwarted 
by the mysterious disappearance of the 
books to a distant city; Professor W. 'A, U ip- 
ley baa told us that no one knows very much 
about the business life of corporationB, not 
even the stockholders who supply tlio ctipiUl, 
and assume the liability- These, huge, domi- 
nant corporate bodies, a kind of state within 
the state, with special pTivileges, and spe- 
cial powers, without personality, car human 
feelings, growing bigger and bigger- about 
a knowledge of these groat entities A in or - 
icans are as little children. 

During the World War Americana were 
greatly agitated over the so-called Uermnn 
conception of the state — ^as a mystical en- 
tity beyond good and evil. AmoricanB do 
not take time to show much agitation over 
corporations w'hich are a kind of mystical 
entity beyond good and evil. Let Harrison 
H. Smalley describe the corporation; this 
is from his bonk, '"The Corporation Troh* 
leni,-' 

Above Personnel 

few^ striking facts will show that in 
the eyes of the law the corporation is an 
entity distinct from the stockholders, hav- 
ing a legal status and legal rights and lia- 
bilities of its own. First, the corporate 
property belongs to the corporation itself, 
not to the members; a ebango in member- 
ship does not disturb the title. Second, a 
corporation's contract JS not the undertak- 
ing of its members. Third, llie transfer by 
the members hms no tjfTect upon the life of 
the corporation. Lawyers and judges have 
regarded the corporations as an artthcial 
pei-son.'' Corporations can do no wrong. 
They may be mismanaged, but they can not 
be corrupt; only, the managers can be cor- 
rupt. You can't put the corporation in jail 
— perhapa this fact accounts for the failure 
of the Hherman Anti-trust to function in 
the way its authors e?rpes.'t.ed. And corpora- 
tions tell no tales— not oven to Lheir owners, 
the stockholders. 

Yet a wisp of knowledge Roats down 
on the sooty atmntiphere to the populace 
occasion ally vtfhen the behemoth treads 
on the tender toes of some vast sec- 
tion of the public, the farmer who hasn’t 
the money to buy the tools be needs; the la- 
borer who must work IP hourn a day; the 
stockholder who is left holding the sack, 
and a yell is let out that evert pierces the dis- 
tant brain of the corporation, and a drop of 
information is exuded. Such was a case when 
the Dodge Corporation was reorgan bed. and 
the practice of issuing non-voting stfick was 
revealed, and denounced. Now the lateat in 
side story fas tbo newspaper men sayl 
transpires with the new stock dividend of 
the General Motors, the leading anti -union 
corporation in the United States*

Let us suppose that t purchasfal 1.00 
shares of stock of Genera] Motors when it 
was first oifered on the New York Htock 
Exchange, 15 years ago, 1 bought it. It

was not issued to me as an organir.hig mem- 
ber of the new corporation on a non -par 
basis. In those days — along about 1011— 
the issue of non-]mr stock was not a 
settled practice as it is now; Even if had 
been, the fact that stock was isaued an a 
non -par basia would not have affected me, 
1 being the investor, I shoubi have been 
greatly pli?nscd at the practice, for stock 
issued on non- par basis is stock that pays 
heavy concealed dividends. Non -par is a 
tine incited to keep the public uninformed 
of the huge profits made by the stockholders. 
For instance, suppose General Motors waa 
first issued at $10 n share. ,HuppOHe each 
share is now paying $1.75 per tpmrler, $7. 
The profit per share would he 71) per cent 
rather than 7 per cent, ordinarily assured 
by a gullible public as being paid, when 
that public stock was issued at par, $Uin. 
As a matter of fact, General Motors, in 
keeping wdth the recent practices of all the 
big corporations, led by the American Tele- 
phone ami Telegraph Go in puny, Vias issued 
1 0.tlOfi,0(in ahares of common on a non-par 
basis. 

tkmccaled TrofitH Huge 

But to get on with my story. Suppose 
in UM I that I bought 1 00 shares at the 
market price -$5175* On that Investment* 
Huandal writers figure, 1 should have made 
a proht of $;iU4,475, pins $100,I5(](I in extra 
dividends, or ?4tM,475 in bftecn years. This 
colossal return — about 7,500 per cent-’ 
would necessarily include the ."lO per cent 
stock dividend announced in August this 
year. This dividoml is the pride and glory 
of the General Molors. Directors of the cor- 
poration cut the mekm by declaring a stock 
dividemi of 50 per cent. ( If you had 100 
shares* yim wmuUl gel 50 additional share,'! 
free) and by a uth arizing the payment of the 
regular rpiaiLerly cash dlvidoml of $1.75 an 
the lU'W free Htsak issue, liiftteiid of re-

ceiving $175 us your quarterly dividend on 
your 100 shares, you receive $262,50. The 
yearly return on your hundred shares would 
then be $1,050. Hut you purchase your 
100 shares at $5! a share. This makes your 
annual prolit about 20 per cent, a slightly 
dilTerent return from that advertised to the 
public of 7 per cent on your inveatment. 
But should you have bought it at $10, your 
profit would be approximately 100 per cent. 

So besides the device of issuing non- 
voti ng stock, tho corporations have in- 
vented the stock dividend device and the non- 
par basis device by which huge returns are 
concealed from the public. The motto seems 
to he "take all you can get when you can 
get it* but hush is the word." 

Ill 

And the profits have been huge, do not 
forgot it I No dreams of any long- gone 
t'roesus ever excelled the wealth of the 
modern kings of finance. Recent tax re- 
turns reveai that one person out of 10,- 
•IfiO in the United States is a millionaire— 
11,001} millionaires. North Dakota (where 
farmers have been struggling to live at jiH ) 
is the only state in the union without a 
millionaire. New York of course leads with 
2,80f); Fen nay Ivan ia is next with 1*028; 
Illinois is third with 800; .Maaaachuaetts 
ne.xt with OJO. California has 470; New 
Jersey 200; Ohio :t61 ; Michigan 312; Con- 
necticut-— little Connecticut with 180; Mary- 
land with 129. Henry Ford and .lohn D. 
Kockefcller still head the list. 

Corporation profits for the *100,000 incor- 
porated concerns of America will run to the 
unprccedcmted total of about $12,000,0(10,000 
net tbia year, according to figures drawn 
from income tax and other federal reports 
and published in the conservative adminis- 
trutinn Washington Post. This will b»at 
the record of 1923, last high-spot year, by 
more than two billions. 

Of this enormous total a little group of 
1,200 corporations wdll take half, or about 
six billion dollars. Out of this a still 
smaller, more powerful minority of 200 cor- 
porati(tns will get about three -fifths of that 
half, or more than three billions of dollars. 

Of the other half of the total of profits, 
about $1,009,000,000 will go to 1*500 corpora- 
tions. 

There are thus 2,700 corporations of large 
size and big profit-makSng power in the 
United States. Thesd have about 3*000,000 
stockholders and about 18,000,009 employees, 
J’hey have about 20,000 directors. 

But while there are 20,000 directors on 
paper, an examination of the names would 
show n tremendous duplication. This, witli 
the famous interlneking device common to 
corporations, would bring the controlling 
group of individuals down to a figure small 
enough to be written in three figures in- 
stefid of five. 

The amazing fact is that 200 out of a 
total of 100,000 corporations reap only a 
Utile less than half of the total net cor- 
porate profit each year, and taken together, 
form perhaps the greatest power the world 
has ever known.

The foregoing is the Hubstante of what 
passed between union men at Jirookwotid 
last rummer wdiere niemhers of the Electri- 
cal Hrotherhuod and several other unions 
had gathered to diseusa Giant Tower prob- 
lems. The union label ciunpaign received n 
good deal of attention during several im- 
promptu night gathe rings. The need of 
strong unions to go to the aifi of weaker 
unions through the (mrehase of union label 
goods was stressed. Then in the givc-and- 
+ ake of the gah-fest nn idea was tossed up 
which seemed to have fruitful ini plications. 
It this; 

More trade unioiiistH and their families 
would buy more union made goods if It were 
made easier for them. 

If all the excellent unlsm made goods 
were assembled under one roof, in a de- 
partment store, whert unionista could gm and 
make their selections, there would be less 
back-sliding. 

Women especially wouUl be feUeitated. 
They would find it leas inconvenient than to 
walk into Marshall EielcTs, or W ana maker's, 
or Filene's and ask for union label goods. 
They would buy more freely, more ati mu- 
la tin gly. Men would find the arrangement 
advantageous to them, and would not have 
to stammer und npologir.e when the ap- 
peared on the job with “scab" goods. 

Label Omneii Starts I'lnn 

At this point in the informal conferenee. 
Brother William -L C'henoweth. Loral Union 
n2, 1. IL E, W., told of the experience in 
Newark. Newark has more than 30,000 
members of the vanous rrnfts, iiml fiO.OOO 
A. f. of L. mernhers wdthin n radius of Ih 
miles. There was a time before 1923 wdien 
this body of men bought their furnishings 
and supplies at an tneonvenience to them' 
selves. In 1923 the ITnion Lnlud t'oundl 
of No^rthern New , Jersey decided to change 
all this. The Council selected a store in 
Newark tlniE had been fair. The nianage- 
ment of this store agreed to gather a full 
stock of union labelled mereUandise* to keep 
the assortment up: and to provide the most 
modern merchandising facilities. The Coun- 
cil undertook, in its turn, to let every union 
nmn in Newark and its vicinity know alvout 
the new venture. The plan has been a com- 
plete Kuecess. 

The union man in Newark, who w^as iti- 
clined to V*e n biuk-sUder, ennnot nnw say. 
"Well, I tried to get it. but 1 eouidiTt/' 
Tie knows where he can gel it- 

The theory upon which the plan fjperates 
la that manufacturers and jabhers go where 
the profits are. The tnomenl a inamifac- 
turer feels the tug of improved business on 
union Inhelled goods, he scurries around and 


Should there be a union-label 
department store in every 
American city? This question is 
suggested by the experience of 
Newark^ as recounted by a mem- 
ber of Local Union 52, In that 
New Jersey metropolis, thou- 
sands of unionists meet most of 
their needs through a union de- 
partment store founded at the in- 
stigation of the Central Labor 
body ! 


gcU the union label on his goods. In Ibis 
way the whole cycle of union business is 
stimulated. 

' One of the features of the New^ark store 
is a mail-order department. This is run 
strictly on the basis of good-will; “your 
money back if not satisfied.” An order slip 
is placed in the hands of the men. It states: 


A fivc-day work week has been established 
in several manufacturing plants in New York 
J^tate and ia found not only to increase Ihe 
elTieiency of the workers and to decrease 
the co.st of manage ment, but the scale of 
production keeps up as well as before, ac- 
cording to a study submitted by Miss 
Frances Perkins, of the New York Stnto 
Industrial Commission at the Woman's In- 
dustrial fonference in Washington, Janu- 
ary 20. 

“Ten years ago a w'oman owner of a 
clothing manufacturing plant put a five-day 
wf?ek into effect,” Miss Perkins related. 
“She promised her employees that if the 
normal production of the week was com- 
pleted by Friday night that the plant would 
not run on Saturday. Since that day the 
plant has never operated on Saturday, as 
the normal production has always been 
completed by Friday night. Usually lb*?y 
run on the 8-hour-day basis, but in rush 
periods occasionally this is increased to a 
44^hour week. 

“And It is found that the plant is in- 
crem^ingly popular. Business is expanding, 
there is no labor or management problem. 
There is scarcely any labor turn over and 
the eslablishment has a wailing list of 
workers who are anxious to come in." 

A box factory in Brooklyn tried out the 
five-day work week twro years ago. Miss 
iVrkins said, in an effort to increase pro- 
duct ion. In this instance, too, the holiday 
was made dependent on the normal produc- 
tion being completed fey Friday night. Here 
production has been increased and stand- 
ardised* 

Another plant, faced with a serious prob- 
lem in labor turnover found that their difli- 
rulties were solved with a five-day week. 

A plant which depends for the sale of 
its product upon high quality, wished to 
fiml and keep the finest type of workers^ - 
reliahici accurale, and efilHenl. They have 
used the five-day week and now get and 
ri'tain ihe workers they want. 


In Newark 

"Rdiahility above alL All mail order.s 
promptly filled on the same day as re- 
ceived. We pay parcel post charges. You 
may send hack anything that is not all 
right," 

fncidenialty, the Union Label Council 
does a Jot of proselyting through the large 
posters of the store. They iiHsert: “The 

very best men’s wear articles in the country 
today are uniun made. You get here union 
made goods nt lower prices than you pay 
for scab or pH son -made goods." 

All this, of course, is another form of co- 
operation. This does not resemble the 
Rochdale plan^ but behind the Newark 
store, sponsored by the Union Uibel Coun- 
cil, is an organised body of consumers, pro- 
tecting their own interests as producers. 
When a union dollar is rung up in the cash 
register at the Newark union store, the 
biggest part of that dollar la sent back to 
a manufacturer to pay the wages of union 
workers in his factory. There arc no div- 
idends to the buyers as consumers, but 
there are dividends to the sellers as pro- 
ducers. 

Well, up at Brook wood, the Newark plan 
attracted much honest enthusiasm. The 
hoys all said: "That's fine. That's making 

It easy for men to do the fair thing.'* 


In Syracuse some plants, in n slack sea- 
son, (lid not have enough work to run the 
full week and Ihereforo lopped Saturday off 
Ihe work calendar. The workers* pay was 
less but Ihia wns eonslderod heUer lhan 
being laid off entirely. When business 
picked up three of the planls remained on 
the short work week because they found 
it increased efficiency to a large extent. 

Among the advantages fostered 
by the five-day week Miss Perkins 
cited: 

Accidents are reduced hccause 
workers* alertness is greater. 

The efficiency and Hie of the 
workers are increased. 

The extra leisure may be used hy 
Ihe worker for exercise, education, 
and other socially profitable uses. 

Whnl Miss Perkins did not say, and 
what most emploj^ers do not realize, is 
thal the short workday and short work 
week will soon become a necessity in main- 
liilnrng the economic and industrial baU 
once. With the present rapidly increasing 
scale of machine production, if the ma- 
chines run for the full iloy and the full 
week, more goods will be produced than 
the world con use. If workers arc forced 
Id take the loss, in the form of layoffs 
and the shutNng down of plants in slack 
periods, they wHI nol have money enough 
to buy the products so lavishly mnnufac- 
iured. 

For the sake of ibcir own v»rofits, em- 
ployers niusi work oul u belter balance of 
return for the wage-earners, because wage- 
earners are also cusloniers, and customers 
iiiuBl have money to buy with. 

That is why many lonk forward with 
confidence lo a lime when the worker will 
nol only have more leiaure but also a suffi- 
cient rale of pny 1o he aide to live com- 
foftably find to make some real use of his 
"lime oif" in sports, enjoymoiit, and self- 
improvement. 


FIVE DAY WEEK IS AN ACTUALITY 

IN A NUMBER OF INDUSTRIES 
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Executive Council Honors Memory of McNulty

Whereas while his 
death represents an ir- 
reparable loss, we gain 
comfort from the fact 
that the principles he 
advocated will live on 
and his achievements in 
the cause of human bet- 
terment will stand as 
an inspiration to his as- 
sociates to carry for- 
ward his unfinished 
work; and 

W'hereas we recognize 
our late chairman's call 
from earthly domain 
represents a grievous 
loss to family and 
friends, be it 

Resolved, That we ex- 
tend to them our deep- 
est sympathy in their 
bereavement and offer 
our prayers that God 
may forever rest his 
soul in peace, and be it 
further 

Resolved, That the 
charter at. the interna- 
tional Headquarters be 
draped in mourning for 
thirty days, a copy of 
these resolutions be for- 
warded to hi a family, 
and a copy made a part 
of the CounciFs minutes 
and published therewith, 
and that the Council 
stand for two minutes 
!n bowed reverence to 
his memory. 

The Secretary re- 
ported that the Inter- 
national President had 
filed with the Council a 
number of communica- 
tions pertaining to the 
appointment of a chair- 
man for the unexpired 
term. It was moved 
and seconded that same 


as chairman of the International Executive 
t-ouudl for the unexpired term. 

A communication from Local Union No. 
971, of Lakeland, Fla.^ asking for a remis- 
sion of per capita for three months was 
considered. It was moved and seconded that 
the request be granted. Motion carried. 
The chairman appointed G, C. Gadbois and 
C. F. Oliver as the auditing committee. 

A communication from the American 
Federation of Labor requesting financial 
assistance for the British coal miners was 
presented. It was moved and seconded that 
the International Secretary stand instructed 
to donate five hundred ($500.00) dollars to 
the British coal miners through the appeal 
of the American Federation of Labor. Mo- 
tion carried. 

It was moved and seconded that the Inter- 
national President and the International Sec- 
retary, and the chairman of the International 
Executive Council be instructed to investigate 
and devise some method 
of insurance for the 
protection of the non- 
elected employees of the 
International Brother- 
hood of Electrical 
Workers and to put 
same into effect as soon 
as practicable. Motion 
carried. 

A communication from 
the Electrical Trades 
Union of England pro- 
testing against the ac- 
tion of one of our local 
unions in New York in 
not accepting the appli- 
cation of one H. B. 
Green, of Woolwich 
Branch of the Electri- 
cal Trade Union, was 
considered. It was 
moved and seconded 
that same be referred 
to the International 
President.

W HAT kind of hnm^ii do Amencone 
want? What kind of homca do 
arthitocii want to doaien? What 
kind of hoTiiea do bricklayoni, maions, 
oiiTpcnlera« plaitorera nnd electrical workers 
want to build? 

Thua^ questions are auf^gented by the 
Anierienn InAiituLe of Architects in o cam-' 
paign now well under way to fight the 
^^slummlting” of America, 

Mass producUon as applied to dwelling 
houses-^ndless rows of cheap, unifoTin 
boxes, without individuality or distinction--* 
tenements of a modern type — these, say the 
architects, are "preparing the workers for a 
life In dungeons," 

The architects are taking their campaign 
very aeriously. They assert that nothing 
but wreck nnd ruin can follow the wake of 
the new speculative building. They seo in 
it the llLusc of credit, Intensive land Infla- 
tion, and the condemnation of millions to 
chenp, ugly, poorly constructed houses. 

Row houses huilt on the moss production 
principle seem the parUcufar joy of the 
speculative builder. Houses In a row don't 
require so much space and one building 
plan will do for all of them. People rent 
them, even buy them, bcccause there ii 
nothing else, seemingly, purchaiing title to 
a bricked- in cubiclo with windows before 
and behind, and six gloomy rooms In be- 
tween. 

l^nion Wage* Not Paid 

So far ns one can see, the hullders of 
speculative housing, that is, housing not 
built on contract hot built to sell for what* 
ever price may be obtained, are not un* 
prosperous, fiahor shnres In their profits 
to a small extent. Says Mary Conyngton^ of 
the U, S, Bureau of Statiatics In a 
recent bulletin, describing w^hat is taking 
place at the national capital: 

"There are two types of builders in Wash- 
ington. There Is a certain number of large 
operators who manage o building scheme 
from beginning to end — ^buy the land, put 
up apartment houses or rows of dwellings or 
business buildings and sell the flnished pro- 
duct, They usually have their ovm force of 
workers, they opernto on a non-union basis, 
and are entirely tndepondent of union re- 
atHctions." Another group, says Miss 
Conyngton Is mode up of builders who 
build on contract and, "those men quite 
generally operate on a union haais," 

At the door of the unions, therefore, the 


high price of specutative bousing cannot be 
laid. For although wage scslei do follow 
generally the gains won by the unions, non* 
union wages tag considerably behind, 

A very interesting study made by the 
Amcnenn Institute of Architecis compares 
the various costs in building a home by a 
speculative corporntion, and by a non- 
profit corporation w^hose dividends were 
limiteil to 6 per cent. The comparison Is 
as follows:

The huge diiTcrences in cost of selling and 
financing ore certainly worthy of note* 
Speculative builders necessarily must plunge 
heavily in advertising and salesmen, to con- 
vince the buyer thot he Is getting his 
money's worth. Unionists In the building 
trades will do well to note the dilTereneo 
in percentages of what actually was spent 
in hultdlng costs. 

The buyer of a house, too, would usually 
rather that his money went into building his 
dwelling substanlially nnd well, than Into 
selling and financing the sale of a slensy, 
unsatisfactory product. 

Isn’t the inference rather obvious? 
Profit, Financing and Selling are expensive 
fniddlcmen who have shouldered in between 
the actual makers of houses and the people 
who buy them. We don’t object to these 
fellows when they reniain modest nnd unob- 
trusive; but when they swell to clophontine 
girth, becomo loud of voice and commanding 
of mien, we wonder what these hearty 
eaters are doing ot our family board any* 
way. 

Financing Is a stubborn member of the 
trio. Pooplo of moderate means usuntly 
must spread the cost of buying a homo over 
a long period of time. A beginning of a 
move to make financing easier has been made 
by the Chicago Building Trades Council, 
whose creation, the Illinois Federation Cor- 
poration, will finance homes in the Chicago 


area at a lower interest rale than standard, 
with the Btipulation that union labor be 
used in eonfltniclion. 

Hungr>' Mr, Profit 

Mr. Profit has usually a largo appetite, 
but ways may bo found to curtail it. In 
Cleveland^ ollicers of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Trainmen have formed the Ameri- 
can Home Builders, Inc, Mealier P, McCaleb, 
a founder of the labor banking movement, 
Is in charge, and Is seeking to solve the 
problem of home ownership among workers. 

The greateat hope seems to be in co-opera- 
tive housing oocleties. There are 22 of these 
in Brooklyn, according to a Department of 
Labor survey. Their projects are apart* 
mentSf some of the usual four-atory, 16 
dwelling type; some of the more attractive 
court type, with the street entrance tending 
into a grassy court from which other en- 
trances load to wings of the building. 
Financing charges have been cut to the 
minimum, funds being borrowed frequently 
from other co-operative societies et low in- 
terest charges and without commissions, 
Members "pay like rent" for their apart- 
ments. Including upkeep^ mBnagement, 
original cosf and financing, a three-room 
apartment may cost 124 per month and In 
the case of one co-opertLllve society, as tow 
at |t2. Eventually the investment is paid 
ofif and upkeep charges thereafter are 
1 ow. 

Many of the Brooklyn co-opcratora are 
building trades workers, and their saUsfac* 
tion with these projects seems to point the 
way for their brothers in other cities. 
Why shouldn’t building trades councils form 
similar societies among union members? If 
building were done at a alack time of year 
it would provide jobs for unionists who 
needed them. 

Union tabor has always been in favor of 
honest, aubstantlal building and has done Its 
share for building inspection codes, license 
laws for craftsmen, tabor technical train- 
ing, and public sentiment against shoddy 
building. Building trades unions have 
gained in strength till now 70 per cent in 
the skilled trades are organized. They are 
strong enough to be a powerful influence fn 
their own behalf and the public’s, in the 
problem of good housing for people of 
moderate means. For it is with the pub- 
lic** interest that labor’s interest always 
lies. 
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For the No imirti heartening letters have ever heeii re- 
Union ceived by a national organisation than those from 
local unions which appear in this issue* Every- 
where we are getting reports of the devotion* diligence ami 
sound business methods of the rank and tile. Slowly but 
surely the individual branches of the organization are advanc- 
ing. Like a tree* the union is growing at its roots; from the 
bottom upward* not from tile top downward. Increased 
membership* new contracts, better wages, wise cooper atiofu 
fewer quarrels and disputes — these seem to be the order of 
the day. Factions in our organization, there are to he sure, 
hut there is one common cause — no matter what the color, 
sext political, economic or religious faith may be — to wludi 
we can all devote our lives, namely, the strengthening and 
upbuilding of our union. There is no past, present or future 
view of industrial socien* that does not find a place in itself 
for the union. 

All the anonymous* loyal and vicarious service of the tiuiu- 
sands* therefore, in this common task is a heartening and 
cheering spectacle. 


What Price Bewilderment describes the state of mind of 
Prosperity! financial writers and economists over present 
business conditirms. l^ast spring the prognos- 
ticators seemed to be in agreement that a depression was due. 
^Summer came witli production and consumption way above 
the average, and disapixunted them. 

Now they are trying to find our why the awaited hurricane 
did not arrive. 

One explanation of stable business conditions is that manu- 
facturers and merchants arc buying goods on a narrower 
margin* preventing the piling up of costly surplus stocks. 
This they were able to do, it is explained* because the rail- 
roads have become more efficient, and are able to handle rush 
orders on fast schedules. Another theory is that the Federal 
Resenx system has reached a point in the control of credit 
-Strong enough to Ivead off wild-cat speculation, 

'File most sensible explanation has been offered by la-onard 
F* Ayres, a Cleveland hanker* Ayres believes tlnit 

increased production, with wages lifted to a point higher than 
the cost of living are the chief fact<*rs. ‘"Capital,’^ he states, 
'1ias been freely used for the installation of extensive mcebnni- 
cal improvement, management has become more intelligent 
and alerfi the output per w'orker havS increased, and a<! a result 


of this* empifiyment has Ijcen general and wages have increased 
faster than the cost of living/’ 

Colonel Ayres’ diagnosis coincides exactly with the view 
of prosperity held by labor, hitherto regarded merely as a 
theory by employers. If there is any other way to bring 
gtK)d times than by a more equitable distribution of wealth 
ami imamie* which is translated into increased buying power 
— we should like to see it. 

All this must be a keen disappointment to those die-hards 
in tile building const met ion field who want to go back to the 
mean polin' of [^ajing labor tvhat the whim of the market 
dictates. .Already we hear rumblings in certain quarters 
against tite high-pToduction-high wage policy of the unions, 

Hiere is likely to be some recession in business. "Fhe build- 
ing construction field already show^s signs of decline. Dc- 
pressitm may be inevitable under tiie existing system of doing 
business, but if anrthing w ill s<fften the blow it wdll be the 
continuance of the higli-p rod act ion -high -wage policy. 


A. T. & T, Makes Is the American Telephone and Tele- 
New Move graph Company announcing that its 

company union is a failure? It has 
just transpired that the telephone trust is about to launch an 
organization of its employees on a national scale, 

Fi»r years this antisocial monopoly has been regimenting 
its umlerpaiti employees into local chapters of what w^as meant 
to look like a union organization. A monthly fee was col- 
lected from the sixteen-dullar-a-wcek employees* and In re- 
turn the employee received much golden talk about the be* 
nevolence and nobility of the corporation. Evidently the sys- 
tem is proving a bust* and now the highly paid personnel 
managers and engineers hope to shift their retreating line 
to national ground, where they will have a new talking part 
wdth which to fool the urHler-cducated and over-credulous 
girls and men of their vast organization. 

Members of the Brotherhood should make themselves fa- 
miliar wdth this new move in order to protect employees and 
the public from having aiioiber hoax thrust upon them. No 
dobt if ** Mother Bell’ can succeed wdth this latest substitute 
for genuine unionism the electrical trust tvill also fall in line 
and clothe their industrial autocracy under a cascade of ex- 
pensive w’ords, too. In the end neither wfill fool anybody* 


Coping With Remedies for social evils are often not ap- 
Mother BelF plied, not because men arc vicious, but be- 
cause the remedies themselves can’t be 
found. Evils, abuses, special privileges of all kinds are sinis- 
ter because they are deceptive; they creep upon society subth". 
They are a matter of growth* It has taken two generations, 
for instance* for big business to perfect the present system 
of industrial privilege. Trusts, monopolies, have arrived 
slowly, by battles* law suits* chicaneries, frauds, and legisla- 
tion* It is this record, which, when looked back upon* we 
describe as inevitable* forgetting that a cooperative system 
if chosen in 1 870, would have looked just as inevitable from 
1 926 as the monopolistic. 

Unlike the evils, remedies do not grow\ They must be 
fashioned. And they are usually about 30 years behind the 
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fault they hape tn correct. Now it has been apparent for 
about 20 years that the American 'rdephone and Telegraph 
Company was for all intents and purposes a monopoly; that 
it 15 using its monopolist ic advantage to boost rates arbitrarily . 
and to cbcck technical advancement i and stifle competition. 
But the public has been powerless. There is no adetiuatc 
national public body to cope with tlie private telephone trust, 
and state commissions and city councils arc cither stacked with 
telephone adherents, or are tied legally hand and foot. As^ 
a result tfje cities have Inen prostrate under tiic colossus 
A remeily appearing slowly, at le.ast apparently lias arrived. 
It is reported that Baltinriore. New York and Boston are at* 
tempting ro organize a I-^ague of Cities to fight the teiephone 
trust. Ollier cities cooperating are Columhus Los Angeles, 
and Seattle. Boston is already locked in a struggle to pre* 
vent rise, in rates in New England. Such a league is probably 
ilie most expedient remedy tliat can be offered at the present 
titne for the extreme teleplumc abuses. 


The Poison When wiinicii were seeking the ballot several 
Squad years ago, wc heard a great deal about purg- 

ing politics of dirt and wickedness. 'Hie

They say the union hasn't 
had such a big turnout to n meeting in n 
long lime, I really believe the auxiliary' can 
do something to increasD their attendance.

He’s quiet and unassum- 
ing around the house, tries not to make you 
any trouhle* helps where he can, and likes 
to nit under the tamp in the evening and 
read a bit and smoke, I don't believe there's 
any wife who hasn't sometimes figured her 
husband was a pretty dull, stodgy propo- 
sition. 

"But when .she gets him out in company 
among his own fHends and their wives, nnd 
finds he can talk Intelligently on topics of th*» 
day, tell a funny story as well as the next 
fellow, and he polite, obliging, and thought- 
ful, it's ft surprise, and a glad surprise at 
that. I saw that light of pride come Into 
many a wife's eyes that night.

And soi when the cb[liy» damp days of 
Oetoher and November comCt ntother dis^ 
cards her salad recipes for awhile and 
brings forth a supper out of the oven* hot, 
tasty and filling* that makes everj'one feel 
cheerful again. Perhaps you will like some 
of those recipes t Every one of them has 
been tested in my own kitchen and lias be- 
come a favorite -'ehilly day'* dish with my 
own family. For instance* here ia the 
nicest way I know to serve horn: 


Swiss Steak VVUh a New Plavor 
Take a pound slice of round steak and 
pound plenty of flour into it. Brown 'well 
In an iron frying pan, then remove to u 


casserole if you wish or leave In frying 
pan, add water to cover* salt and pepper* 
and simmer in oven for one-hulf hour. 
While meat in aimmering, cook separately 
the follpwing sauce: three carrots, two 

medium slm onions* and three of the outer 
stalks of celery, all finely diced. Then 
thicken the steak gravy, add vegetables, and 
finish cooking in the oven. Baked poLatoeSi 
of course I The addl tiDn of celery to this 
receipe instead of the usual tomato gives 
a x-ery dl/ferent flavor. I Uilnk you’ll like 
it. 


Lamb Chops en Casserole 
Wash thoroughly one-half cup of rice, 
spread on the bottom of a casserole or 
covered baking dish. Then put in as many 
loin or shoulder lamb chops as your family 
will need. Cover all with a small can of 


groen pens* seuson with salt* pepper and 
n daali of kitchen bouquet or Worcesier- 
shiro sauce, Hll baking dish with water 
nearly to top levt‘^1 of the pees; rover well 
and bake for an hour.

“American wage ffirnern are the highest 
paid workers in the world/* the convention 
declaretL “A number of factors hnve con- 
trihutod to wage Increasoa for our workers: 
our wi'flU.b of natural rtiaourcea* our use of 
power and machinery, ovir high productivity 
per workeri a trndo uninn movoment that 
baa ateadfaitiy indited that economic bone- 
0Li were its immediate concern^ The stand- 
arda act by trade uninmi have lifted wages 
for all workers, through the activity of 
the trade union movement wage earners 
have participated in the hencfits of our 
moat remarkable induilHal progress, 

“American mothodi of productinn and 
eSIclency are the mubjecl of study by em- 
ployers» techtilciani and wago earners of 
many countriei. The Ameriran labor mot^e- 
ment lias been foremost in recogniririg the 
interdepondence of the into reals of all con- 
cerned with prcKluctlon nnd in declaring 
that increased productivity is essentiai to 
permanent increases in I he itanderds of 
living. On the other hand American Inbor 
has pointed out that workers must have 
tvage increases if there Is to he sale for the 
increased output of industries and agri- 
ruHure. 

“Though many wmgp earners w'ho share 
in the bune^ts securid by trade union 
acUvUy have not eontrlhuteci to the support 
«f the movement, let them not imagine that 
present high wage mlcs could have been 
secured withoul a welLdirected organised 
activity, or hat pro sent prog res a would 
continue without n trade union movement 
Wo know that fundamontal to sustained 
participation In Industrial progroas through 
wage increases Is skill in taking advantage 
of the ability of businoss to pay more, 
“Our understondlng of wages has ad- 
vanced from the various stages when we 
thought that supply and demand, the iron 
law of wages, labor-costs theory, or cost 
of living basis, coniained the whole story 
of wage determination. Rnowledge of 
economic prineiples enables us to use tJiero 
for better result:^. Our progress Is re- 
jected by the larger Ideal expressed in the 
successive epithets applied to our objec- 
tive* — the living wage gave way to a Having 
wage and that to a cultural wage.“ 

“Thc technlciue of collective bargaining 
has steadily Increased in complexities as 
Industry has increased fn its achetne 
production and its financial reeiuirements, 
Reproseniatives of the workers must know 
the finances of the particular establishment, 
every detail of production, the comparative 
efficiency of Us manage meni, wage stand- 
ards and work eondUlons in competitive 
area* and a wealth of other defnih" 

rompany Unions Hard Hit 
“A subtle and therefore a dangerous 
method of restraining wage earners from 
the full eiercise of their right to organ- 
isation and voluntary collective bargaining 


is that which Is predicated not on denial 
of the right to organhatlon but upon the 
insistence of corporate capital that workers 
join the union formed by the employer, or at 
his instigation and arranged in hit behalf/' 

“As directed by the Atlantic City conven- 
tion of the American Federation of Labor, 
the executive council It investigating the 
company union development, Conalderable 
information has been obtained regarding 
their extent and form of organisation, 
method of procedure, character of thcii 
control and result! accomplished, 

“Our examination, however, warrants the 
assertion that these company unions are 
an absolute and definite denial of the dnims 
of employers that they want to free 
their employees from union dominntlon — 
hence the freudom of tho so-cwlled open 
shop. Indeed, firms foBterlng company 
unions demand ns a prerequisite to em- 
ployment that the wage corner shall join 
such company unions and in the tfvent he 
refuses to do so that he shall in* bound by 
the actions, decisioni and ogreenient5) 
reached by ot through such company unions. 
There is not accorded in this company 
union scheme any element of freedom of 
action other than freedom prescribed b3~ 
the managcmetit. * 

"The campaign in opposition to trade 
utiionitm expressed in the form of the open 
shop or American plan ha* spent Itf force. 
Though we hnve defeat *;d and dtscredited 
the endeavor, wc renlixe that the purpose 
that it expressed still persists. There are 
certain types of minds who Huek benefit* 
for themselves by taking ad vantage of 
others, Employers of tbU class will con- 
tinue to oppuHo trade unions. 

“This is an age of collective or group 
activity. Our undertakings nre on n much 
larger scale and cooperation has Inrguly 
replaced Individual pfsponaibilily. From 
this at once li appanmt the deceit of the 
cry for the protection of the individual to 
contract for his aarvi cos with an orgnnixed 
unit of capital. “ 


Stock Ownership Reinrda 
"A supplementary method of retarding 
the legitimate development of tho trade 
union movement and to hold in check its 
normal influence in the determining of in- 
dustrial policies and terms of employment 
is that which would have the worker 
financially interested in the eonecru by 
which he or she may be employed. It is 
intended by this method to create the Im- 
pression among the workers that there Is 
no neceasity for trade union organiintion 
for the employee as a stockholder U pri- 
marily concerned for the prdsp*‘rity of the 
company, and participates in the profits of 
the employer. The idea was to perauadc 
(he worker that by stork ownership hw be- 
coinofl n "partiieF and u ‘capitalist.' Firnifi 
wjtli company unions favor this ]j|nn. 

“When this method of controlling the 
wage earners wii* first iiroposed it was 
heroldod by many favorable to tho cause 
of labor as a distinctive conlrihution to the 
solving of labor'* prohlem* and as a de- 
voEopment that would lead ultimately to 
the democratixing of industry. The fnct 
that only non-voting stock is usually sold 
to emplojee* shows the fallacy of thlf^ hop*?. 
As non-voting issues of slock are a ctiin- 
paratively recent development, the signifi- 
cance of this factor was not at first rcalixed. 
Non-voting stock permits the employee to 
participate in tho dividends allowed by 
ibose in control of the corporate enterprise, 
but leaves tbem wholly without power 
right to the eeloctlon of those who are to 
dominate and control the corporate under- 
taking. Indeed, in most of these ‘employee 
ownership' schemes the voting power of tbit 
workers is so small as to be practically nil.'* 
The banking and insurance activities of 
the various unions were approved. In its 
legislative program the Federation promiars 
to continue to slrivo for abolition of child 
labor, to oppose all universal conscription 
and compulsory military trnining bills, an(l 
to head off moves to seek to cripple preseni 
restrictive immigration laws.

Seeing By Telephone Not 
Early Probability 

HoportR from Froneo, wtdoly publishtid Jn 
Amcri<?ari newaporHjra, promltw Ibiit piety roa 
swoft win be sent over wlrei* i>r h)-^ rftiiio, nn 
that you can ace lh« penuin at the other end of 
n telephone tine u well aa hear him. Un^ 
fortnnately, thii representn n hope ratfior 
thnn a nearby poitaibiUty, It b quite true 
that photographi and drawings enn be sent 
by wire or by radio. Thia it being done 
commercially eve^ day. But thii doe* not 
menn the tranamiaaion of a moving scene or 
of the vlaion of a living person* AH methods 
for tlie eleetricnl tmnsmisiion of pictures 
consist in soporttting the pieture Into a large 
number of tiny sections, as though it were 
ruled off by lines into a vast number of 
squares. An electric signal is then sent cor- 
responding to each of these squares; this sig- 
nal Indicating whether the square is binckp 
white or some shade of grey. Theno sifnmls 
are put together at the receiving end to 


mnke the picture. This can be done auto- 
niaticallyp so that a hnished picture appears. 
The trouble ia that it ennnot be done quickly 
enough to produce a moving picture. To do 
that would require the transmission of one 
complete picture in about one4enth of a 
ond- Since the camplete picture might con- 
sist of thousands of the tiny separata 
squares, such a speed wouM necessitate the 
sending of many thousands of separate sig- 
nals each second* None of the automatic 
machines for picture iransTnission hna ypt 
approached this speed.

Brntt£« 

A Europeait mctatluTg-ist has produced 
fi bronze afloy with a tensile strength of 

90,000 pounds to the square inch, 

Bakelite 

BakelitG Is made of carbolic acid (phenol) 
and formal dchy do* intermediates of the 
distillation of coal and wood. The sub- 
stance is one of the most remarkable 
science has evolved^ in its solid state it 
is both fireproof and insoluble. It Is used 
In the mamifncture of billiard hallS| auto- 
mobile parts* electrical htfings* radio 
panels, etc- ft cart bo dyed through and 
through in any color by a simple mixing of 
the dye while it Is in a liquid state. 

Pyroxylin Paint 

The development of pyroxylin paint was 
due to the demand of the automobile manu- 
facturer for a paint that would get hla pro- 
dnetion through the paint shop on schedule. 
The result was n paint that keeps even 
with or ahead of the schedule. Pyroxiin 
paints are sprayed Instead of being applied 
with brushes. Many electrical manufac- 
lun^rs are using pyroxylin paints for the 
painting of eleciricaL fittings and panel 
boxes. Duco is a pyroxylin paint. 

Ciment Pondu 

The new cinicnt fondu or alumna cement, 
which was first manufactured in Prance is 
now produced in this country. Portland 
cement is made by fusing silica, alumina 
and lime in a kiln* the cement being the 
dust obtained from a grinding of the 
‘VMnker’' produced In the furnace. The 
same elements are used in the manufacture 
of ciment fondu, but wli ether in the same 
prciportion or not nobody but those making 
it knows. The ImpoHant differences In 
(be method of manufacture lie in the fact 
that the cimenl fondu is electrically fused 
white tbe older process is burned In kilns. 
The superiority of ciment fondu arises 
from its property of rapid hardening^it 
wHi harden in ^4 hours against about 24 
days For ordinary cement', 

Sutphuric Acid 

More than 50 per cent of the American 
production of sulphuric acid is consumed 
in the manufacture of fertiliser. 

Uubher 

In guayule, n plant native to southern 
Texas and Mexico* we have a potential 
source of natural rubber that will yield 
the best grade suited to tbe manufacture 
of automobile tires, the use to which we 
put most of our imported rubber* Ten or 
fifteen years ago rubber sold for per 
pound. It was obtained from South Amer- 
ica. Rubber dropped to a low figure of 17 
cents per pound. The fluctuations of the 
rubber market are caused by English in- 
vestore who control tbe world's supply* 

Dyes 

America is today producing 95 per cent 
of the dyes we use. The dyes made are 
better than the dyes formerly imported* 


Rad io 

The super radio broadcasting stations of 
today are rated at 60 kilowatts. The power 
vacuum tube has already reached a develop- 
ment of 3,900 kilowatts and is headed 
towards 10,000. The 1*000 kilowatt tube is 
the slste of a golf bag* rrosumably the 

10.000 kilowatt tube will be ten times as 
big. These tubes are doaigned to take 

260.000 volts, or 30,000 voltfl more than are 
carried by the maximum capacity transmis- 
sion lines of the day, 

V'acutiiu Tube 

The wonders of the vacuum tube have 
only begun to be applied to service of man. 
This great development is baaed upon the 
electron theory of electricity, a purely 
scientific discovery. The electron is a neg- 
ative particle of electricity which feels 
freer and more sportive in a vacuum than 
anywhere else. It leaps from crag to crag, 
that is, from filament to plate, straining 
itself through the grid. Until Langmuir 
took up the study of the habits of the elec- 
tron it had never known what it ivas to 
gambol in a high vacuum* having theretofore 
always disported Itself in low vacuums. 
Low vacuums mean low currents, low volt- 
ages and a limited field for the develop- 
ment of the vacuum tube. Low vacuuni 
tubes were Ruecessfully used on the receiv- 
ing end of radio, hut were of little use 
elsewhere. High vacuums are vacuun^s in 
which only about 40,000*900*009 are left in 
a space the size of an ordinary electric 
bulb. A molecule is two or more atoms, and 
an atom la two or more up to 90 odd elec- 
trons* If increased to the size of a grain 
of sand, the molecules in a cubic inch of 
air would make a beach 3*000 miles long* 
one mile wide and three feet deep according 
to a noted scientist.

A famoua heart instrument la the card!- 
graph, a machine for measuring the elec trie 
currents of the heart. 

Stars 

French scientists listened to the stars. 
American sdontista have listened to the 
quarrels of atoms and the muttering and 
rumblings of thunder made by Iron and 
other metals a.s they undergo magnetiza- 
tion. 

Mercury Boiler 

Scientists have developed the mercury 
boiler, the high pressure, the 70,000 horse- 
power turbine, the automatic hydro electric 
plant. The high pressure boiler gives 
greater cfilciency with reduced consumption 
of coal. The mercury boiler, which has 
been developed ns an Integral part of a 
turbine engine, gives greater thermal plant 
efficiency than any boiler ever developed. 
Tbe supply of mercury is limited, but the 
principle used can be applied to other sub- 
stances* ifnd the great economics to be won 
from the method are not to be lost* 

Telephone 

The introduction of the vacuum tube re- 
sulted In a capital savings of 195,009,000 to 
the Bell Telephone Companies, that la a 


different and more inferior service would 
cost more than |95,000,000 more than did 
the vacuum tube system. As it is when you 
talk from San Francisco to the sidewalks 
of New York you have the us© of equip- 
ment valued at millions of dollars.

Other achievements in the fields of lower 
costs include the reduction In the weight 
and sizes of copper wire used — in some 
cases wires weighing 82 pounds to the mil© 
now replace wires that weighed 870 pounds 
to the mile. Question. Has Mother Bell 
increased the pay of exchange men and 
line men in proportion to the savings ef- 
fected by modem invention T Answer. No, 
Brother* No* except where tbe 1.

Fighting Fog With Electrized 
Sand 

Continued experiments at the aviation field 
at Hartford, Conn., on electric methods of 
destroying fog and clouds, with the possibil- 
ity of making rain artificially* have aitracied 
much attention* The method Is not new. 
It was suggested some tivo years ago by 
Dr, L* F. Warren* who is In charge of the 
present tests, and by Professor Wilder D. 
Bancroft, of Cornell University* It depends 
on the fact that fog consists of fine droplets 
of water. These droplets are electrically 
charged. That is what keeps them apart, so 
that they float in the air instead of uniting 
into larger drops and failing as rain. Elec- 
trified sand is discharged In a stream from 
the airplane, much as ordinary sand is poured 
out by a locomotive when the engineer wants 
to stop his train on a slippery rail. The 
parti c lea of electrified sand destroy the elec- 
trification of the water dropleta in the cloud* 
80 that these condense to larger drops and 
fall to the ground. Considerable success has 
been attained by this method In dispersing 
clouds or fog banks* Similar elTects have 
been obtained by experimenters of tbe United 
States Navy* using blasts of electrified air 
instead of the electrified sand. It is ex- 
pected that one or the other of these methods 
will prove useful practically in dispersing 
fog banks over busy harbors* in railway 
yards, over airplane landing fields or in simi- 
lar situations vehero fog i» especially danger- 
ous, It is not probable that the method will 
be of important, practical value in causing 
rain during drouths.

Be it ordained by the City Connell of the 
City of Greensboro: 

I'art I 

[lutlcA and Powers of the Electrical 
Inaneclor 

K Duty til Protect from Defective Work 

ft shall ho the duty of the Electrlcnl In- 
spector of the City of Greensboro to regu- 
late and dctorniinc the placing of wires and 
other apidiance* for electric light, heat, or 
pawer in the City of Greensboro, and to 
cause all such wires or appJlancea to be so 
plac'd, conirtructetl and gunrdtd as not to 
cause fires or accidents endangering life 
and property- 

2, Uighl of Acces* to Properly for I ur- 
piwMp of Inspect ion^ The ElectHciil Inspector 
almll have the right, in the discharge of his 
duties, to enter any buildlngi manhole or 
nuhwny, or to climb any polo, for the pur- 
pose of examining and testing the electrical 
appliances therein or thereof eontained- 
And for that purpose he shall bo given 
prompt access to all buildings, public or 
pru'ate, ami all manholoti subways or 
poli*n, on applic*atton to the Individual or 
rompany owning or in charge of same. 

3, Duty to Prevent Uiuieceiiftari* Obstruc- 
I loti of SUeelK and Property. It shall he 
tlu’ duly of the Electrical Inspector so to 
direcl the placing of pole* and wires in the 
sirt«cli», alleys and ptiblie placea of the City 
that the samo shall cause na little obilruc- 
tirm ns possible either to public travel on 
such thoroughfares or to the private use 
nml enjoyment of adjacent property. It 
shnll also be hU duty, and be shall have 
authority, to compel removal of suporfluous 
poles. 

4, Ciirrenl Not lo l>e Turned on Until 
Inspect Ion Made and CerliOcale Issued, 
Upon the completion of the wiring of any 
f.uHdltig for light, heat or power, it shall 
lie the duty of the company, ftmn or indi- 
vidual doing the same to notify the Elec- 
trical Inspector, who shall at once inspect 
such wiring and applinnces and if approved 
by him, he ihaJi issue a certifleato of latiB- 
f priory Inspection, which shall state the 
date of such inspection and the result of hla 
examination, but no certifleat# shall be 
issued unless such electrical wiring and ap- 
pliances be in stncC conformity to the rules 
and regulations prescribed or required by 
this ordinance, nor shall current be turned 
on such InsiaUaUon until said certificate be 
issued, 

fi. Inspector Not la Engage In Occupation 
of Elerirician, The Electical Inspector shall 
not engage in the occupation of electrician, 
directly or indirectly, while holding oifiee. 


6. Beccirda to be Kepi by Inspector. The 
Electrical Inspector shall keep a daily 
record of bis work. Including all applica- 
tions received and permits and certificates 
issued, shall make monthly reports to the 
Inspector of Buildings of the work of the 
previous month, and shall file all appU<m- 
tions and other papers concerning this 
work- 

7, Exira Dulles of Inapeetor. Tlie Elec- 
trical Inspector shiill perform such other 
duties In connection with tho inspection of 
buildings as may bo assigned to him by 
tho City Manager.

An al- 
tern nil ng current is used for lighting or 
heating incandescent lumps just as readity 
ns a direct current. This conversion of elec- 
tric energy Into heat by tliu roslsitince of 
n eouiluctor is in occordunce with what is 
known as Joule’s law% Joule diiwovored not 
only the merhanicsl equivaliiiil «f liiml, which 
is the fumljimvntiil principle of power en- 
glmreiing, but he also dlhcovcrcd the law 
Mint governs the develupmunt of heat in a 
comluclnr. 

A Klream of Eleclrons 

Wit have said several times that an elec- 
trie current in n otrenm of elect ron«, and 
Ihsl the measure or intonaity of the eirctric 
nirretu is the number of otoctrons pnssing 
nny point in u conductor per second.

III pHin‘i|ile the delivery of power by 
nlicrnnlmr currents Is just the same as by 
direct currents, hut the effect of the chnrac-

strange that power can be tfulivered continu- 
ously In one ihrcction while the medium or 
agent for conveying the power reverses its 
direction of motion regularly.

ing. The development of power by rho rc- 
ciproeatlng nnd turbine engines are good 
analogiei for power daveiopments by altar- 
noting and direct currents* but tlioy have 
other similar clmmctcristlcs than merely con- 
tinuous or reciprocating motion. 

In the redpruruting engine, the pkton ha>

It Is also possible to eliminate In part the 
interference caused by devices mentioned In 
the second list, but It is usually difficult and 
requires study by an eicpert, or someone 
who has had previous experience with that 
form of interference, 

Each of these subjects will be considered 
and whenever possible^ a general solution 
will bo given. 


After we have eliminated tho unnecesiary 
noises we cannot expect to have a "nero 
noise level/* or In other words, no noise at 
alL We must always bear in mind that 
wherever we have electric energy there is 
a possibility of producing an elect ro- mag- 
net le disturbance which will produce noise in 
a receiving set. * 

The interference problem i» a very difb- 
cult one, owing principally to Its site. 

The most dilhcult part of thi? proccsii of 
ellmi nation of electrical disturbance Is locat- 
ing its source. 

Some causes of "man-made static** are; 


The list given above contains only devices 
which actually have been reported as caus- 
ing interference. Many other similar ones, 
although not mentioned in this list» may 
cause interferenee in other cases. Of course, 
souio of these causes of interference are 
more frequent offenders in this respect than 
olheri. Certain ones In the Uat have been 
reported hundreds of times, others but a few 
times, nnd a few but once. 

If all doctricot circuits and devices were 
always kept in perfect order, radio receivers 
would have but little Interference. The fol- 
lowing devices are exceptions, that ia, theso

The devices which appear in the first list 
and not In the second, rauac interference 
only when they are not In porfcct condition. 
It i$ therefore possible to eliminate the In- 
terference from such dcvicci merely by put- 
ting them in perfect condition. 


Power Clrcuilft 

The great length and large amount of en- 
ergy carried by transmission lines make any 
radio frcqocney generation caused by them 
very serious. In general, It Is only possible 
for the lines themselves to cause InteHeronce 
when there is a defect such as an over 
vnltage causing corona discharge, or opera- 
tion of the line through a partial ground. 
Neither of the above la a usual working 
c-oudltlon. 

In the case of transmission lines, defective 
Insulators are quite often a source of in- 
ter fcr‘*nce. The arc or spark formed Is 
due either to leakage along the core, a 
rrnckeil porcelain, a low resistance path of 
Ice or sleet, or a conductive coating on the 
surface. The high voltage arc generates a 
highly damped disturbance whfeb travels for 
n ronsiderable distance along the transmls- 
■lon line and gometime* Is radiated to an 
oppreciahle extent. 

It hfis been found that a defective insu- 
Inter which is simply leaking energy down 
the core and not "spilling over*' will tune 
to a very short wave longlh and, gencrallyi 
will not travel over more than one span, 
while if there is on extornul discharge the 
whole tine is excited, rosulting in a long 
wave length fundamental. 

The arcing of a £6,OO0-volt Insulator has 
been found capable of preventing radio re- 
ception for most types of radio rt^ceivers 
within a radius of six miles. In one case, 
direct radiation did not carry all the energy 
io the receiver as there was a network of 
distribution feeders connecting the two 
points wHth close coupling to the power line. 
It was found that a super-heterodyne r«- 
cciver iocaied approximately five miles from 
tho insulator and in open country gave n 
direct bearing on the source, proving that 
direct radiation would travel that far* 

L ight n ifig A r rest era 

The oxide film arrester eonshita of a num- 
ber of plates separated and Insulated from 
each other by porcelain ringa. The surface 
of thcfle plates is covered with an insulating 
varnish nnd the space between If filled with 
lend p;roxidc. When a lightning surge oc- 
rurs on the line, the varnish coating Is pane- 
turoii and the current draina to ground 
through the low resistance lead peroxide. 
Tho heat generated, however, changes the 
lend peroxide to red lead or litharge, a 
very high resistance conductor, and the cur- 
rent flow is stopped, ft will be seen that 
the brmking down of one of these arreatera

gel most any kind of insurance; almost pro- 
tiildtivc. Thai is one of the very reasons 
why I come to you, to let you krioi^ that the 
Dhion Co-operative Insurance Cii*, owned, 
MfTlcered, and conducted by our own Inter- 
national union organisation has made it 
posfllhlt* for every member of our union to 
get the maximum nnirmnt of Insurance for a 
mlnimuni nmouni of premium, but only 
I h rough the medium of the group ln.su run eo 
plan, which offers the sum of ?l,tmn 
for the almost ipslgnillcant amount 
of about reiita. How long do you 
hiive to wail to get this money ? You don't 
have to vrnit. If your protector, the insured, 
im up-lo-date with his dues, you wait 
only as long as It lake* the proof of death 
to reach the invurnnee ofllces at Washing- 
ton, D, (h 

In the latter days of June a letter, which 
you might recall, was sent to the house. 
Jt contained some mernture on group in* 


surance, a circular explanatory letter and 
an application. It asked the member to 
talk this proposition over with the person 
who would bo his bcnefl clary, to try and 
nrrivo at an underBiunding. Then decide, 
and till out the application, and return It to 
the Insurance socretary at hts union. 

What I he never said a word to you about 
it? Well, I don't think he intended to de- 
prive you of the protection which he Is 
duty-bound to provide for you; ho f imply 
did not attend to it. Yes, that is too bad, 
but I think he will make it a point to do 
that just as soon os he gets home, and you 
remind him that you have heard all about 
it. Since he failed to talk H over with you, 
and since you know now, why you just 
make it your liusinesa Ln talk it over with 
him, if tor no other roiison than your own 
protection.

Well, here I nm back again, lady, perhaps 
that IS a sign of bad lack, I hope not, hut 
there is a very Important item which wa* 
overlooked while we were chatting on group 
inBumnee. Did your husband, son, or 
brother ever tell you just how much his 
policy in the Electrical Workers* BenefU 
Association wns worth, or did you ever 
know that such a policy existed? Just ask 
him once; see what he Bays. You see this 
policy he must have, mid according to the 
length of time he has kept in good stand- 
ing, the value of the policy Is regulated,

be very sure to write ahead and fiiid out 
about our conditions and prospects for 
work before you start. It may save you a 
lot of money and woinry. 

Wo have been busy here all during the 
summer and practically all the big work 
will be finished before cold weather and 
there are plenty of men here to handle that. 
We don’t look for very much big work here 
during the winter from present appearances 
and the small work will not keep employed 
what men we have. 


Only the best mechanics and those who 
“know their stuff” have any show here and 
if you cannot qualify according to our 
standards you will be wasting your time 
coming anyway. We have a local license 
ordinance under which every journeyman 
must secure a city license before he is 
qualified to work on any job. The examin- 
ing board is composed of the chief electrical 
inspector, one contractor and yours truly, 
representing the journeymen. An elfort will 
be made at the next session of the state 
legislature to make it state -wide, and a 
state license will be good any place in this 
state. 

Just a few words about our latest un- 
fortunate calamity on the east coast, and 
I will call it a day. Everyone who reads the 
newspapers have road, and those who do not 
have no doubt heard something of the big 
wind that struck the lower east coast of 
Florida last Friday and Saturday. Many 
lives were lost ami millions of dollars of 
property damage was the result of that 
storm and there is still much sulFering 
among the unfortunato victims.

But still 
this place failed to strike a person as one 
of the same type would, if it iwere located 
in our tenement district, where every bro- 
ken window, battered door or decayed wall 
seems to shriek out, poverty and desolation* 
Here at least wa^ every sign of health, hap- 
piness and contentment and their housing 
problem was being solved in a comfortable 
if not elaborate manner* 

rresunning you are not aware of the fact, 
I will inform you that the average party 
who visits the country for one day has one 
prime object in view and if that fails to 
develop the day is considered an absolute 
failure. The object is to he on the receiv- 
ing end of one of those good jold country 
dinners — usually chicken. Our outfit car- 
ried along with us ideas and appetites that 
only the chef at the S inton could properly 
take care of, which were greatly irritated 
by the early morning drive, followed by a 
tramp over the farm and along the creek 
exploring for persimmons and paw paws. 

We finally received the dinner call, which 
I am quite sure would have received the 
same response had it been given out in the 
faintest whisper. 

Immediately on sitting down to the table 
I knew that this day was not to be as re- 
ferred to above, an absolute or even partial 
failure. I don't remember of ever having 
seen so much fried chicken at one time (one 


fellow after we had finished eating boasted 
of having five wishbones) and you fellows 
who have spent a day similar to this one 
know what accompanies a country chicken 
dinner, large steaming bowls of gravy, baked 
sweet potatoes, tomatoes, beans, apple sauce, 
hot biscuits and sweet butter with several 
kinds of preserves and jelly (the same kind 
that Llppincott and Heintz have failed to 
make all their lives), and real cream for cof- 
fee. Everything on the table had been pre- 
pared from products of the small farm. Oc- 
casionally you see some sob stuff or a line of 
pathos written concerning the “poor farm- 
er," but he and his are usually in a position 
to continue with their three a day and those 
three will be of the best. 

Editor's Note: Goodnight! I wish we'd 
been there! 

We made our departure during the early 
evening, leaving our host seated at the 
kitchen table, where, through the aid of a 
coal-oil lamp, he was delving into the deep 
mysteries of a Sears-Roebuck catalogue*

signed up on our agreement, and our men 
back in these shops, nofewfiths tan ding the 
reports in the monthly pink sheet and 
that useless rag reports — went on 

fjtrike — lost — ^and our men returned to work* 
Yes, our splendid hardworking International 
Representative, James S* Meade, granted a 
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woifk'^ truce »nd for his kindncim he isot the 
double-croftfl for his goodness of heart to 
Iho Now York mainifacturors' as they 

got it into thotr omitty heads thnt the back- 
bone of 26t was bruktjii. But again Hepre- 
sentative Meade ordered the rittors out, 
mnd out they came, one hundred per cent 
end out to sUy now until every shop com- 
pUes with 26t*a demands. 

But RepresenUitive Meade did a tnnnly 
business act to these manufacturer* by order- 
ing a truce. It went to show them and the 
public that was at all time* ready to 
come to at agreement, and this truce was a 
cptondid act on the part of Roprcfcntntive 
Meade, aided by rnternuUonnt Vice Tresident 
Brmieh nnd ProHldont O'Hurru But the "‘Pink 
Rag'* wna agnln hoisted and mnrnifacturera 
and dc:ilor« followed it, and the ndvire of its 
conimandor, but they hove since fmiml that 
they were poorly advised and now find them- 
selves in no-mnn^s land» so closely surrounded 
that they have not a chance to turn, and 
they ran only see one way out of it| that la 
to sign on the dritted lina- 

Mr. ICidlitl, through his lieutenant, Mr. 
flutiniaon, of the Brooklyn l-'agto^ reports

rag. I am proud to aay I have been a litter 
for 36 years* and no writer of pink sheets 
can tell me anything of the working nnd of 
the abuse that the Inside fitters of New York 
rity have luffcrcd In this past 36 years. 

The starvation wages that they were com- 
pelled to accept by the manufacturers and 
ilertlers. The tnisersble shops that they 
were put to work in, and the hours they were 
forced to sland at a bench, for ten* nh yes, 
in shops, twelve hours per day, and in 
bnsements where ihe sanitary nrrnngomcnts 
wore none of the beat and whore iho Hnnlth- 
Dopurtment of New Y’ork City neglect their 
duty to nllow such shops, and the prnyora 
of these men, their wives and vldldren must 
at last bo heard* and the good I.fOrd has 
ordered tha K B. E. W* to lake up the 
cross, and have these “inside filter*," follow 
them, and by so doing, the protection that is 
known the t. D, E. W, can give if properly

I believe 1 mentionrd sometime ago that 
we are putting on an organixation drive. It 
is bearing good fruit, as for instancot at 
our liiBt meeting we Ini tinted a class of 
eighteen new members, and this is only 
one of a number of claHSos* though possibly 
the largest we have put in for sometime, 
and we also hivvo clusses coming for the 
future, ns there are a large number of pros- 
pective members paying on initiation* 

Other things are improving here also, as 
we are getting beUor co-operation among 
the fiilfcrent craft* affiliated with the Build- 
ing Trades CoundL Also wo are obtaining 
more and better co-operation from more of 
Che architects, and while on this subject of 
friendliness, let me state that the Pantages 
Theatre of this city, who are opening nt 
this time after an approximately $50,000 
remodeling job, in which every craft on the 
job was made up of organized labor, includ- 
ing electricians, painters, upholsterers ami 
carpet -layers, Ironworkers, sheet metjil 
workers, carpenters, plasterers, plumbers 
and steamfitters. Mostly through the efforts 
of Brother Earl Odette, of the stage-hands, 
together of course with the eo-operution of 
the manager, Mr, Bostick, all work done 
in the building was by concerns employing 
organized labor, and when certain work of 
unorgnnized craftsman came up the job 
was stopped until iheno men joined their re- 
spective urgntif^aiuiMs iiml Llicir employers 
agreed to run a fair shop. 

We do not know the attitude of the Pant- 
ages circuit in other |ilncca ns regards or- 
ganlxcd labor, but we wifdi to say that 
such hearty co-operation as we were given 
on this job merits the aupport and patron- 
age of every member of organized labor in 
this locality at least. I might add a note 
of warning and say whal has been sail! 
many times, and that is, that unless we 
reciprocate and patronize our friends and 
the ones who arc friendly to us, vre cannot 
expect to maintatn tholr friendliness. 

All of our men arc working at present 
but the future Is somiiwhut quoRtionable, a* 
the work the boyn arc on now is dm wing 
to a close nnd while there is a good dmil 
of small work going on rmd prospective for 
this winter there are hut very few large 
|nhs, and ns ive ure just beginning to control 
the situation here w‘e would appreciate it if 
anyone contemplating a trip in this direc- 
tion would get in touch with onr otfice first, 
unless you nre merely coming to vbit and 
in such C4uie we assure you that you arc 
more than welcome and we will show you 
a city that for scenic henuty and climatic 
conditions la not surpassed by any locality 
in the United Stotos, in spite of the stnU- 
merits by our super enthubinstic nnUve sons 
of ralifornia, or the money-mad ndoptod 
sons of the Florida east const. 

The poUtical situaUon hero looks promis- 
ing for the fall election. Wc hope to put 
over several F'armer- Labor candidates. The 
working organization of the Farmer-Labor 
pnrly in this state U composed largely of 
delegates from the diiterent farmef* organ - 
fitnttons nnd the vnrious labor untotts, as 
well as independent me.*.ib«rs.

ing and we also had Brother E, Fhgica, our 
international vice president, with us, and 
along with our strike committee they soon 
had H temporary ngreement sign oil up, and 
the men were instructed to return to work. 

This ngreomont ia not by any means whivt 
some of the older members would like, hut 
it In progresB, The rates of wages /ire 80 
cents per hour until December 3, 1U25; 110 
cents pi^r hour for 1027; $1.50 per hour for 
1928 and 11.10 for 1029. 

I have not seen a copy of this affreoment. 
bill p understand these are the rates. One 
other feature is ihnl all expenses, including 
railway fare and board, are to. be paid on 
out-of-town jobs; hours to be ten per dny 
except where the job is under the jurisdic- 
tion of n Building Trades CouncIL 

At the first striko meeting the asaeasment 
of one dollar per day, os recommended by 
our executive board, was increased to two. 
dollars per day on all members of the local 
who Were w-orking on permits and those 
who were not called out on slrike. This 
meann that all members of our local who 
were registered m being on strike on the 
two day*, are exempt from this four-dolliir 
assessment. There Is no asaestment on the 
helpers. 

fin Tuesday, September 21, about 1*20 
p* m., f understand that Brother Jas. W. 
Airrnu got acrosa 13,25(1 volts at the Market 
sub-station of the Toronto Hydro System. 
At the present time Brother Curriin is doing 
fine, except for his lingers on one hand* 
and toes on one foot* 

The police hoard has suspended the by-laws 
for tU'ensing and regulating oloctricul 
workers In Toronto. This is due to the- 
efforts of representatives of some electrical 
contrnrtors and electricians* association, who 
also represented the atntionary engineers* 
club and some universal craftsmen'i associa 
tion.

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THE OUTCASTS OF POKER FLAT 

ONE OF THE GREAT AMERICAN SHORT-STORIES 

By BRET HARTE 


A S MR. JOHN* OAKKURST, gambler, 
8te]>ped into the main street of Poker 
Flat on the morning of the 2Hd of 
November* 1S50* he was conscious of a 
change Ui Ha moral atmosjihere aince the 
preceding night. Two or three men, convers- 
ing earnestly together, ceased as he ap- 
proached, and exchanged significant glances, 
There was n Sabbath lull in the air* which, 
in a aottlemeni unused to Sabbath influences, 
looked ominous. 

Mr. Onkhurat^s calm, handsome face be- 
trayed small concern in these indications. 
Whether he was conscious of any predispos- 
ing causo was another question. reck- 
on theyVe after somebody,” he reflected i 
"Ukely it^s me.” He returned to his pocket 
the handkerchief with which he had been 
whipping away the red dust of Poker Flat 
from hia neat boots, and quietly discharged 
hia mind of any further conjecture. 

In point of fact, Poker Fiat waa “after 
somebody.” It had lately suffered the bsa 
of several thousand dollars, two valuablo 
horses, and a prominent citizen. It was 
experiencing a spasm of virtuous reaction, 
quite as Inwlesa and ungovernable as any of 
the nets that had provoked it. A secret 
committee had determined to rid the town 
of all improper persons. This was done per- 
manently in regard of two men who were 
then hanging from the boughs of a sycamore 
In the gulch, and temporarily in the banish- 
ment of certain other objectionable char- 
acters. I regret to say that some of these 
were ladies. It is but due to the sex, how- 
ever, to state that their impropriety was 
professional, and it was only in such easily 
established standards of evil that Poker Flat 
ventured to sit in judgment. 

Mr. Oakhurst was right in supposing that 
ho was included in this category. A few of 
the committee had urged hanging him as a 
possible example, and a sure method of re- 
imbursing themselves from his pockets of 
the sums he had won from them. ”It*3 agin 
justice," said Jim Wheeler, "to let this ycr 
young man from Roaring Famp^ — an entire 
stranger — carry away our money." But a 
crude Bcntiment of equity residing in the 
breasts of those who had been fortunate 
enough to win from Mr. Oakhurst overruled 
this narrower local prejudice. 

Mr. Oakhurst received his sentence with 
philosophic calmness, none the less coolly 
that he whs aware of the hesitation of Ivla 
judges. He was too much of a gambler not 
to accept fate, IVith him life was at boat 
an uncertain game, and he recognized the 
usual pereentago in favor of the dealer. 

A body of armed men accompanied the 
deported wickedness of Poker Flat to the 
outskirts of the settlement. Besides Mr. 
Oakhurst, who was known to be n coolly 
desperate man, and for whose intimidation 
the armed escort was intended, the expa- 
triated party consisted of a young woman 
famiUarfy known as the “Duchess;” another 
who had won the title of “Mother Shipton;” 
and “Uncle Billy " a suspected sluice- robber 
and conflrmed drunkard. The cavalcade 
pro\’oked no comments from the spectators, 
nor w-as any w-ord uttered by the escort. 


Only when the gulch which marked the ut- 
termost limit of Poker Flat was reached, the 
leader spoke briefly and to the point. The 
exiles were forbidden to return at the peril 
of their lives. 

As the escort disappeared, their pent-up 
feelings found vent in u few hysterical tears 
from tho Duchess, some bad language from 
Mother Shipton, and a Parthian volley of 
expletives from Uncle Billy. The philo- 
Hophic Oakhurst alone remained silent, lie 
listened calmly to Mother Shipton's desire 
to cut somebody's heart out, to tho repeated 
statements of the Duchess that she would 
die in the road, and to the alarming oaths 
that seemed to be bumped out of Uncle 
Billy ns he rode forward. With the easy 
good-bumor characierist^ of hia class, he in- 
sisted upon exchanging his own riding-horse, 
“Fivo Spot."' for the sorry mule w^hich the 
Duchess rode. But even this act did not 
draw the party into any closer sympathy. 
The young woman readjusted her somewhat 
draggled plumes with n feeble, faded co- 
quetry; Mother Shipton eyed the possessor 
of "Five Spot" with malevolence, find Uncle 
Billy included the whole party in one swoop- 
Ing anathema. 

The road to Sandy Bar — h camp that, not 
having as yet experienced the regenerating 
Influences of Poker Flat, consequently 
seemed to offer some invitation to the emi- 
rrants — lay over a steep mountain range, 
ft was distant a day's severe travel. In that 
advanced season, the party soon passed out 
of the moist, temperate regions of the foot- 
hilla into the dry, cold, bracing air of the 
Sierras. The trail was narrow? and difli- 
cult. At noon the Duchess, rolling out of 
her saddle upon the ground, declared her 
intention of going no farther, and the party 
halted. 

The spot was singularly wild and impres- 
sive. A wooded amphitheatre, surrounded 
ou three aides by precipitous cliffs of naked 
granite, sloped gently toward the crest of 
finotber precipice that overlooked the valley. 
It wea, undoubtedly, the most suitable spot 
for a camp, had camping been advisable. 
But Mr. Oakhurst knew that scarcely bilf 
the journey to Sandy Bar was accomplished, 
and the party were not equipped or provis- 
ioned for delay. This fact he pointed out to 
his companions curtly, with a philosophic 
commentary on the folly of “throwing up 
their hand before the game was played out.” 
But they were furnished with liquor, vvhkh 
in this emergency stood them in place of 
food, fuel, rest, and prescience. !n spite of 
his remonstrances, it was not long before 
they wore more or less under its influence. 
Uncle Billy passed rapidly from a bellicose 
state into one of stupor, the Duchess becauio 
muudlin, and Mother Shipton snored. Mr. 
Oakhurst alone remained erect, leiuimg 
against a rock, calmly surveying tbem, 

Mr. Oakhurst did not drink. It interferred 
vrith a profession which required coolness, 
impaasiveness, and presence of mind, and, In 
his own language, he "couldn’t afford it." As 
ho gazed at bis recumbent fellow-cxBes, the 
loneliness begotten of bis pariah-trade, hia 
habits of life, hia very vices, for the first 


time seriously oppressed him. He bestirred 
himself in dusting bis black clothes, washing 
his hands and face, and other acts character- 
istic of his studiously neat Imbita, and far u 
momont forgot his annoyance. The thought 
of deserting his weaker ami more pitiable 
companions never perhaps occurred to him. 
Yet he could not help feeling the want of 
that excitement which, singularly enough, 
was most conducive to that calm cquonlmity 
for which he was notorious. He looked at 
the gloomy walls that rose a thousand feet 
sheer above the circling pines around him; 
at the sky, ominously clouded; at the valley 
below, already deepening into shadow. And, 
doing so, suddenly ho heard his own name 
called. 

A horseman slowly ascended the trail. 
In the fresh, open face of the now -comer 
Mr. Oakhurst recognized Tom Simson, other- 
wise known as the "Innocent,” of Sandy 
Bar. He had met him flome months before 
over a “little game," and had, with per- 
fect equanimity, won the entire fortune — 
amounting to some forty dollars^of that 
guileless youth. After the game was fin- 
ished, Mr. Oakhurst drew the youthful spei> 
ulator behind the door and thus addressed 
him; “Tommy, you’re a good little man, but 
you can’t gamble worth a cent. Don’t try 
it over again.” Ho then handed him bis 
money back, pushed him gently from the 
room, and so made a devoted fllave of Tom 
Simeon. 

There w-as a remembrance of this in his 
boyish and enthusiastic greeting of Mr. Oak- 
hurst. He had started, he said, to go to 
Poker Flat to seek hia fortune. "Alono?” 
No, not exactly alone; in fact (a giggle), he 
had run away with Piney Woods. Didn't 
Mr. Oakhurst remember Piney? She that 
used to wait on the table at the Temperance 
House? They had been engaged a long time, 
but old Jake Woods had objected, and so 
they had run away, and were going to Boker 
Flat to be married, and here they were. And 
they were tired out, and how lucky it was 
they had found a place to camp, and com- 
pany. All this the Innocent delivered rap- 
idly, while Piney, a stout, comely damsel of 
fifteen, emerged from behind tho pine-tree 
where she had been blushing unseen, and 
rode to the side of her lover. 

\fr. Oakhurst seldom troubled himself with 
sentiment, still loss wdth propriety; but he 
had a vague idea that the situation was not 
fortunate.

G iant Power or Superpower li going 
to play hftvoc with the centraliiation 
ao ikiMfully atuinod by the atcam 
engine. Electricity b making bU the con* 
venioncea BUBinabie in a big Gily, avail- 
ftble In B pniBM town. We Btready have 
the tolepbonci phonogrnphi nivvor, ra4io 
and now the proepoct* of power. 

With long diaUnce tre ns mi as ion of power 
we now have a steady drift of industry 
back to the amoH comttmnitlea. Power 
nVAilnbie In the amall community for Bnmil 
uses haa put the email concerna on more 
of an 0 <iunl footing with the Urge trust. 
The advnntogea to the small enterprise are 
power on coual Urma. low land values, 
and therefore cheaper iBSt which ponnits 
erpanaion at b much lower coat than itt 
a rase of B concern in a big city. More 
Stable and cheaper labor ia avoilBblc in 
small towns. Thia js evident in the little 
town of Woodstock, Ontario. 

The town of Woodstock has a population 
of 10,000. The power It gotten front the 
Ontario-Hydro-Electric System, There are 
iome 2S plants hiring from 10 to 200 men 
each. The type of manufactures ranges 
from concrete mixem to piano making and 
candy making with no two establishments 
in the same lino. The town Is prosperous 
and the worker contented and satisfied, 
many workers being aons of farmers who 
drive a car between the farm and the fac- 
tory. Fracticnlly all the homes in the 
town use etoctrlelty. About 2b per cent 
of these homci have nn ohectrlc stove and 
of this group 25 per cent have electric 
water huaU'rs in the bathrooms. Nearly 
every homo has an electric sweeper, toaster, 
flat Iron, and a few other electric appU- 
ances. Of tho town people, 80 per cent 
own their own homos. 

tf this tendency of industries to break 
up and go In small units to the small com* 
muniiies becomes a renllty, •how Is the 
labor movement going to meet the jirohlem 
of organising the worker over so scaltored 
an area? Are the workers going to be so 
contented and conservative ns to be un- 
ci rganiza bio T These problems and many 
others, growing out of decvntralisatton. 
must be confronted and solved if we are 
to see a strong labor movement. 

The riare of Women 

The problem of wc»mcn freed from work 
In the homes through the use of household 
electric appliances is a aertous one which 
cannot bo overlooked. They may go into 
industry and work side by side with the 
husband, and so win the oquallty they 
have sought. By such a change productiv- 
ity will bo increased so much more that, 
in the end, two or three hours^ work in a 
day in a highly mechanised industry will 
be sufflclcnt to provide the comforts and 
luxury of life. Power used so extensively 
would mean the release of mankind from 
the economic struggle against which it has 
fought so long to n conipleto freedom, for 
n social and cultural betterment. With 
women on an equality they will lie equally 
responsible for the future progress of the 
race, tn politics, government Industry and 
other fields of activity the equality of all 
will be assured. These visions and possi- 
hilitiea arc not to be laughed at if we 
are to Judge by the rapidity of changes 


in the past twenty-five years; and the 
limits of the next fifty years are surety 
beyond our imagination, 

Slrugglo With Vested Inleresl 
The financial interests* may bo expected 
lo fight tooth and nail in order to prevent 
a movement toward public ownership of 
power development from prospering, Pub- 
lic ownership means the and of exploitation 
of the greatest influence which can uplift 
or degrade the human race. Governmental 
control of the power industry means the 
guidance of a natural monopoly in the in- 
terest of public welfare, Evury method, 
no matter how underhand or false will 
be used to discredit the good already done 
by such public enterprises as the Ontario 
Hydro- Electric project. Taetiea, however 
inconsistent, will ho used lo hinder govern* 
mental ownership as In the struggle of 
Musclo Shoals and Boulder Canyon projects. 
The power interests want to lake over 
5luscle Shoals which is ready for opera- 
tion, oa a private enterprise at a price 
that would be a song, while Boulder Can- 
yon, os yet undeveioped, should he con- 
structed by the govornment. Either the 
private Interests aim to Lake this project 
over for little or nothing after completion 
or find the opposition of the western people 
to private development too powerful to 
overrome. The big question as to whether 
the powers controlling electnc energy are 
to make it the sen-anl and agent for the 
good of all the people; or the inexorable 
master of the destmlcs of the mosses and 
responsive only to the will of a hierarchy 
of tlio industry. 

Invent ions Its Role 

When the question Is raised of the 
future of invention In the olectrlcal indus- 
try, our first thought might be, -Whom 
will it affect?" Already the 15 per cent 
waste of the electric current in transmis- 
sion over copper wires has led to experi- 
menia in other fields. A successful use 
of steel and aiuminum has resulted in 
an experiment in Emnce, What the next 
step may do is hard lo predict, possibly 
elimination of the copper industry as a 
factor in power production. 

The chemical Industry comes next to 
mind. The field is reJntivcly new. Experi* 
ments with the hy*produrts of coal indicate 
a now phase in the future of power produc- 
tion. Might not a chemical of a new kind 
bo discovorod which would incrcaac the 
efficiency In the use of coal, thus reducing 
the demand for coal? 

In the engineering circles, the discussion 
centers around mining methods in order 
to find ways and means for cheapening 
the cost of power. Thu possibilities of 
burning the coat in the mine has been sug- 
gested as a means of vUmlnaUng the cost 
of mining and doing away with the minors, 
This trend of thought Is iedous to the 
well-being of the miner, hut progress has 
to bo made and by co-operation of the 
miner injustice can be averted. 

The old fields preaont a picture with n 
shortage of gasolino in the not far distant 
future, nave we not the possibilities of a 
storage battery with power enough to oper- 
ate an aulomobilo more oronomically than 
by gasoline? Or some chemical substance 
of a dynamic type evolving from a by- 
product combination with energy to oper- 
ate an automobile. 


Tn the radio possihilitles we ha%e even 
a more puxxllng question. With elettrldly 
more abundant and cheap, how an? wo go- 
ing to devise ways of letting everybody 
broadcast. It has been hinted that the 
telephone is liable to be operated without 
the uee of wires. 

Eront here and way down the Hat, wc can 
cite possibilities of development in this 
age of power. The power future of the 
United States is therefore on the throihold 
of new departures In which the inventor 
holds the key that b to open now boutccs 
and new uses of energy. 

The subject may be concluded with ft 
few pertinent questions us to what the 
future stand of the labor movement ahoulrt 
ho In this age of rapid progreas and friant 
concepts, if we are to accept the belief 
lhai the standard of living takes care of 
itself in direct proportion to the Increase 
in the use of power, why not then drop 
orgojilxation and work for more electric 
power? On the other hand, if power and 
efficiency throw men on the labor market 
with no work, thus leading to a lowering 
of the existing standard of living, why 
not retard future power development? But 
such a course would certainly bring upon 
us the fate of Iho mediaeval guilds of 
hand craftsmen who opposed the introduc- 
tion of the machine and are no more today. 
Yet such a powerful labor organization as 
the Locomotive Engineers have been threat- 
ened with the toss of their skill through 
the introduction of the automatic electric 
locomotive. In one inatance its Introduc- 
tion has resulted in a reduction of imy. 

Thb is not all. What of the new jobs 
that the power industry is creating and 
the demand for men to fill these places? 
Will they be organ bable and how soon’ 
Can the worker by taking advantage of 
this expansion carve out a newer and 
higher standard of organization and labor 
welfare? 

Theso problems require foresight and 
quick action. Unions are, of nccctsityi 
democratic; therefore tend to be slower 
than a busineaa enterprise. This difficulty 
can not be met uoleae every reBponalble 
labor leader educates himself and becomes 
posted on the latest development so as 
to be fitted to meet promptly the needs 
of the union. The workers can win their 
full share of the benefits of Giant Power 
only by averting the threatening dangers 
and overcoming the pressing obstacles. 

So the sevonlh stftge of civilixatlon is the 
age of the powder of what?

M. Lt! Chevalier dt* Chabrillane hacl been 
eto»e1y cnniiected. yon will remetaber, with 
the ini<tuitous nlfalr in which Philippe de 
VUmorin had lost hie life. We know enou^'h 
to justify a surmiae that he had not merely 
been La Tour d'A^yr'n Koeond in the en- 
counter, but actually an instigator of the 
business. Andre-Louis may therefore have 
felt a justifiable aatiafaetion in ofi'ering^ up 
the .Chevalier's life to the Manes of hts 
murdered friend. He may have viewed it 
as an act of common justice not to be pro- 
cured by arty other means. Also it is to 
be remembered that Chabriltane had gone 
confidentiy to the meeting, conceiving that 
he. a practised ferailleur. had to deal with 
a bourgeois utterly unskilled in sword man- 
ship. Morally, then, be was little belter 
than a murderer, nwd that he should have 
lumbled Into the pit he conceived that he 
dug for Andre-Louis was a poetic retribu- 
lion. Yet, notwithstanding all this, I 
should find the cynical note on which 
Andr^-Louls announced the issue to the 
Assembly utterly detestable did I believe it 
sincere. It would justify Aline of the ex- 
pressed opinion, which she held in common 
with so many others who had come into 
pIoso contact with him, that Andre-Louis 
was quite heartless. 

You hove seen something of the same 
heartlessness in his conduct when he ilis- 
covered the faith lesaneis of La Binet, al- 
though that is belied by the measures he 
took to avenge himself. Hie sub.^equent 
contempt of the woman I account to be 
bom of the affection in which for a time 
he held her. That this afTection was as 
deep as he first imagined, I do not believe; 
but that it was as ^.hallow as he would 
almost be at pains to make it appear by 
the completeness with which he affects to 
have put her from his mind when he di«* 
covered her worthlessness, I do not believe: 
nor, as 1 have soldi do his actions encour- 
age that belief. Then, itgain, his ciillous 
cynicism in hoping that he had killed Rinet 
isi also an affectation. Knowing that lurh 
things as Binet are better out of the world, 
he can have suffered no compunction; he 
had, you must remcmlier, that rarely level 
vision which sees things in their just pro- 
ports onsj and never either magnifies or re- 
duces them by sent] mental considerations. 
.\t the same time, that he should contem- 
plate the taking of life with such compli'tc 
and cynical equanimity, whatever the jus- 
tifiration, is quite lncn*dible. 

Similarly now, it Is not to be believed 
that in coming straight from the Boia de 
Boulogne, straight from the killing of a 
man. ho should ho sincerely expressing his 
nature in alluding to the fact in terms of 
such outrageous flippancy. Not quite to 
such an extent was he the incarnation of 
Scaromouehe. Bui sufficiertUy was he so 
ever to maKk his true feelings by an ar- 
resting gesture, his true thoughts by an 
effective phrase. lie was the actor always, 
a man ever calculating the effect he would 


produce, ever avoiding self-revelation* ever 
concerned to overlay his real character by 
an assumed and quite fictitious one. There 
was in this something of impishness, and 
something of other things- 

Nobody laughed now at his flippanc^.^ He 
did not intend that anybody should. He 
intended to be temble; and he knew that 
tho more flippant and casual his tone, the 
more terrible would be its effect. He pro- 
duced exactly the effect he desired. 

What followed in a ploce where feelings 
and practices had become what they had 
become is not dilEcuU to surmise. When 
tho session rose, there were a dozen spadai- 
sins awaiting him in the vestibule, and this 
time the men of his own party were less 
concerned to guard him. He seemed so 
pitUrely capable of guarding himself; he 
appeared, for all his circumspection, to have 
so cemplelely carried the war Into the 
enemy’s camp, so completely to have 
adopted their own methods, that his fellows 
scarcely felt the need to protect him as 
yesterday.

The repugnance he fell 
to come to the point with him, particularly 
after this culminating provocation, was 
puzzling even to himself. But it existed, 
find it curbed him now. 

To Andr4-Louis, since La Tour was not 
one of that waiting pack, it mattered little 
on that Tuesday morning who should be 
the next.

This Year’s Northern Lights 
Bother Radio 

Among the most diflkult of all objects to 
photograph are the Northern Lights or 
Aurora Borealis. Scientists are much In- 
terested, therefore, in some remarkable pho- 
tographs of Lhtis piieiiomeiioii obtained this 
spring by Dr, Carl Stormer at his observing 
station in Norway. The best auroral dis- 
plays were seen on March 5 and on March 0, 
when great green and red slreamers filled 
nearly the entire sky at Dr. Stormcr^s sta- 
tion- ft will be remembered that the auroras 
of these dates were aeon and admired in 
America also, being visible throughout the 
northern states and Canada. Good photo- 
graphs were obtained also on January 2G 
and on a few other dates* The continual 
mevement of the luminous streamers and 
the faintness of their light, as compared 
with such things as sunlight, are the condi- 
tions which make photography so diiflcult* 
The auroras have become, nowadays, of much 
more importance than as mere spectacles* It 
is now known that they indicate powerful 
electric disturbances in the upper levels of the 
earth^s atmosphere and that these electric 
changes have u great elTect on radio. It was 
noticed by Dr* Stormer, as also in this coun- 
try, that the auroras of January, February 
and March 'were accompanied by great difS- 
cultics in radio reception. The unusual prev- 
alence of auroras this year has been accom- 
panied by unusually bad radio conditiona for 
distant reception*

ProfesKor Jakob Kunz, of the University 
of Illinois, and his colleague. Dr. V. E* Shel- 
ford* have perfected an ingenioua device 
w'hich automatically luma on electric lights 
when the sun goes down In the evening and 
turns them off again when it rises In the 
morning, It can be arranged, also, to per- 
form any simple task on any kind of a light 
signal. For example, an emergency lighting 
system can he turned on autematlcally in 
case the street lamps go off unexpectedly* 
the lights in store window's can be turned 
on whs^nevor the street grows dark, persona 
can be awakened at sun rise or sunset* and 
the like. The device depends on a scientific 
instrument called a photo-electric cell. This 
is a small glass tube, enclosing a high vacuum

and containing a film or plate of metallic 
potassium.

By means of am- 
plifiers and relays this emission of electricity 
is converted into an electric signal which 
then turns on or off the lights or accom- 
plishes whatever other operation is desired. 
Dr. Sheiford has used the device to turn on 
artUlcial lights whenever the sun was ob- 
Hcufed, the object being to keep certain ex- 
periments on animals supplied continually 
with light of similar intensity to sunlight*

iJIrcrt-currcnt %erhu» Ahernattng-currenl 
Motors. Whether aUernating-current or 
dj feel-current motors shall he used is 
usually dele r mined by ihe kind of energy 
avatlablc. If a new power plant is to bo 
installed, however, the operating conditions 
may sometimes affect the choice of current. 
Even In this rase the ch a ra dens tics of the 
new plant should agree with those of the 
nearest central slat I on in order to obtain 
break-down service and to operate eeonom- 
kaUy with centmi-statlon energy on re- 
duced loads. Eor certain appltcations. di- 
rect*currcni motors are preferable; for 
example, in adjustable-speed service, as in 
machine 'tool ope ration, in service where 
frequent -itarti. must be made wdth very 
high torqui-% or in reversing service, as in 
the openition of cranes, hoists, etc. 

The voltage of altcmaling-cUTrent cir- 
cuit# cmi be so readily transformed up or 
down that such energy is more economical 
for dbtribution over eonsiderahle area‘s, 
Kor plants exlendhig over a conaidcrable 
area or dlstrninting energy to distances, 
say, one-fourth mile nr more, alternating 
eurrent is ncnrly always more economical, 
to uriler lo utillKu aUernating-current for 
distribution when direct-current motors 
arc preferable, the insiallnyon of rotary 
converters or motor goneriilorK for chang- 
ing from the one kind of current to the 
o.her is somclimcg warranted. 

The fiuestion of protecting motors from 
dusi and refuse someilme# determines the 
Hy.H>tein that must he employed- Where 
there ii any possihillty of injury from the 
accumulation of dirt or dust in motors, 
semi-cnclosing or totally enclosing covers 
are vs^rntlal on all motors, having sliding 
contacts. Totally enclosifig covers stop the 
ventilation of the motor and therefore in- 
creai<c the temperature for a given load, or 
decreaaie the eupaclty for a given tempera- 
ture. (IrlUy dust, as in cement mills, 

causew rapid wear on the commutators, and 
ifitalJy encircling covers are recommended 
when direct-current motors are used in such 
in such locations. Squirrel cage Induction 
motors, having no sliding contacts, are 
pn-fcraldc for all service of this nature. 

The lorque, or curning moment, somc- 
trmi'ft determine;; wlileh etas# of motors to 
ui^e. According to it# design, an alternat- 
ing-current induction motor will start with 
n torque runing from one to three or more 
tlmep the torque required to develop full- 
load at rated speed, and will stop, or pull 
nut, with a torque ranging from two to 
four time- Ita fu1 blond torque. Higher 
rel alive Btariing tnrqur can bo obtained 
by the use of larger alternating-current 


motoi^, hut In some cases the more prac- 
tical way i# to employ direcL'Current 
mcitors. 

Speed Classiffcatlon of Electric Motor#. 
The electric motor may assume practically 
an Infinite number of dltfermt forms and 
can he applied to an almost unlimited 
numl*er of uses. Kaeh motor, however, 
possesses certain Inherent spaed character- 
istics by means of which It ran he dassUied 
in one of several groups. The following 
classification is that which wnt ndopted by 
the American AHSodatijm of Electric Motor 
Manufacturers, January, 1 IKhi : 

la) CuiiHiaiit*speed Motors. In which the 
speed ifi either constant or does not mater- 
ially vnr>% such a# synchronou# motors, In- 
duction motors with small slip, ordinary’ 
direet- current shunt -wound motors and 
direct-current compound- wound motors, the 
no-load speed of which Ii not more than 20 
per cent higher than the full-load speed. 

I h) MnltUpred Molors. Two-apeed, three- 
speed, etc., motors which can be operated 
at any one of several distinct speeds, these 
speeds being prartically indep4*ndent of the 
load, such as dlrect-rurrent moton with 
two armature windings and Induction mo- 
tors with primary winding# capable of being 
grouped so as to form differimt numbers 
of poles. 

ic) Adjuslalile-sp4*ed Moiors. II) Shunt- 
wound motor.H In which the speed can be 
varied gradually over a considerable range, 
but when once ndjusted remain# practically 
unaffected h}" the load; such as motors de- 
signed for a coiisirlerable runge of speed 
by field varintlon. 

12) UompouMfl-wtiurid motors In which the 
speed can be voried gradually over «. con- 
siderablu range ns In (1) nml when once 
adjusted varies with the load similar to 
com pound- wound constant -spued moton? or 
varying-speed motors, depending upon the 
percentage of compounding 

fd) Varying-specd Molors. Motors in 
which the speed vnHci with the toad, de- 
creasing when the load Increosi a, such as 
series motors and heavily compounded mot- 
ors, Exnmpli'j? of hrnvlly comtmunded motor# 
are those designed for hendmg roll and 
mill service, in which a »hun| winding is 
provided only to limit ihe light-load oper- 
ating speed. 

Iletermining the l^peed l(rquired of i 
Motor for a Given Appllcatkin. Ascertain 
aecuratcly the desired speed or tpeeds of 
the machine to he driven, and the maximum 
horsc-poW'iT a# w-ell ns the average horse- 
power required. The speed or speeds of 
the driven mnchlm- may be ascertained by 
tests with nil expuriiniuntnl motor, or from 
data furnished by the builder of the ma- 
chine. Often individual motur drive i# to 
replace steam of group drive, in which 
cases spued# arc easily determineif. 

The llorso- power required of the Motor, 
Should he deierml nud accurately. The 
purchaser may rent an experimental motor 
and ascertain the power rmiulred. This is 
probably the mo.st sntisfactorj' way. (Iroup 
drive generaMy requires that Ihii be done, 
as the amount of power required for a 
group of machines i# jirohlematical. Note 
that from the input to Ihe te<t *rotor, as 
meosyreil with a watlmeier, or with a volt- 


meter and ammeter, should he subtracted 
the test- motor losses, as the motor to be 
purchased i# rated on hor»v-power output 
or hrake-horHe-power. Money spent in the 
accurate determination of the power re- 
quired is wl.se ly expended. 

Machine-tool builders, and motor manu- 
facturers, are often requested to supply the 
information as to how large a motor should 
be. The mnehinu-tool huUder often over* 
eatl mates the horse-power required to he 
on the safe side. The result Is that the 
motors run at one-quarter to one-half load 
at greatly reduced efficiency. The plectrical 
losses, and interest and depreciation on the 
unnecessary extra investment may amount 
to considurahle In ti large Installation. 

Open versus Endowed Molors. Ihe metal 
covers of closed motors reduce the eff 
clency and capacity of the motor by pre- 
venting free circulation of air aromid the 
active elements of the motor. Working 
conditions usually determine whether It is 
possible to use the open motor, which is, 
of course, the desirable prnctire, Or whether 
the presence of excessive dust renders It 
necessary to enclose the moving parti of 
th© motor partially or completely. The 
partially or semi -end used motor should not 
W placed In a concealed position bcCBUse 
it will then be negkcled. rerforated cov- 
ers and wife screens clog up by dust and 
dirt, and n semi-cndoicd motor bccomca, 
virtually, a totally enclosed motor with a 
semucnclo.>3ed rating and cfitisequent trou- 
ble. 

Applk-ullon of Vtrlical Motnra. Vertical 
motors are recommended nnly when the na- 
ture of the drive renders it apparent that 
they possess great advantages over motarH 
of the .Htandard or horixontiil type. Vertical 
motors are, In gene nil, inclined to bi' Irou- 
bleBome and require greater attention. 
They are not generally kept in stock. The 
motor and repair parts must ho replaced 
from factory stock and a delay in shipment 
usually results. 

The Rating of .Motorh is delcrmincd by 
the continuity of ojie ration, which must ac- 
cordingly be considered in making jk selec- 
tion. The heating of the machine due to thr 
passage of electric current through It 
largely determines the rating. If too great 
a load is Imposed the motor will become 
excessively hot and the insulation will 
probably be injured. Obvlouily, a motor 
can be rated higher for intermittent serv- 
ice than for continuous service; conversely, 
a motor rated for intermittent service must 
not Isc used nt the same rnUng for continu- 
ous service. In any service a motor can 
nearly always deliver more than Hi stand- 
ard continuous rated output for short per- 
iods only* ivith intervening periods of rest. 
This fact is often overltmked, and motors 
larger than necessnrj' arc accordingly 
selected. 

Factor# Affecling Ihe Select lim of Small 
Motors. - - Sjngle^phajse Motors, - Slngle- 
phaBC motors should be selected ivith start- 
ing torque that will bring the machine 
promptly up to speed. Allowance mu»t be* 
made for reduced voltage of circuits, since 
the starting torque varies as the square of 
the vqitage. Un account of too smiill wiring

or inaufficient transformer capacity* the 
voltage of many such circuits drops con- 
siderably at times. White the motor is 
starting* the voltage may drop to possibly 
80 per cent of its rated value at which the 
starting torque of the motor is only ap- 
proximately 64 per cent of the torque at 
full voltage. For these reasons, motors 
to drive nmchines from the ordinary light- 
ing circuits should be selected for the worst 
probable startiDg- conditioni. tinder especi- 
ally severe starting conditions, centrifugal 
clutches are advisable on singie-phase 
motors. The clutch operates automatically 
after the motor has attained nearly full 
speed, thus minltnising both the amount 
and the duration of the starting current. 

The maximum turning effort* or torque, 
while the motor is running must also be 
ample for the worst load conditions to 
which the machine will probably be sub- 
jected, and with voltage at least 10 per 
cent below rated voltage. 

Direct-current fifotora, — The operating 
characteristics of direct-current motors de- 
pend very largely on the field windings. The 
following comparison applies to shunt- 
compound and series-wound motors of the 
same rating and efficiency, hence the aamo 
rated full-load current input. Shunt-wound 
motors take starting current in direct pro- 
portion to the starting efTort or torque re- 
quired* and the speed while operating re- 
mains practically constant at all loads. 
Such motors are moat generally applicable 
unless the starting conditions are too 
severe*

In case of defective Insulation of windings 
or bad connections, very severe interference 
Is gpnf'Tfitod. 

neneratom and Motors 

The normal arcing of Keneralors and 
motors will produce considerable interfere nee 
for radio receivers located nearby, especially 
where there is close coupling to power leads 
lending direct from the generator* Usually, 
however, the output from an A, C, gener- 
ator la fed directly to step* up tranaformcra 
which Inaulate the lino from the disturbnnce. 
In case bud arcing exists, and the gener- 
ator is directly connected to the line, the 
Interference may travel over the entire line, 
or to the first transformer. For example, 
H has been found that rather severe arcing 
of the brushes of rotary converters could 
bo heard ai all points along a nine- mile 
line, with practically equal intensity. No 
clTect w‘oa observed in a fi-tubo R. C, A. 
Supor-hoterodyno more than 150 foot from 
the line. 

Induct ion Volt age ticgulalorii 

Induction voltage regulators arc used 
whero It ia desired to have n conilant volt- 
age on a line which would otherwise have 
poor voltage regulutlon. 

Any radio disturbances generated in the 
normal operation of the regulator will ha 
jirmluccd by the arcing of the roliiy switch 
contacts when opening and closing, 

A few suggestions for testing a regulator 
are given below. The receiver ubbiI for lis- 
tening should be located at least fifty feet 
from the regulator In theso tests, 

1. Diiumnnect regulator and observe if 
noise stops. 

U. Uoconnect regulator and operate the 
relay switch. If ibis proves to ba the source 
of the troublo, examine the contacts to see 
if they nre pitted. If so, either new con- 
tacts should be provided, or tho ones in 
use should bo sanded down till they are 
fiat and clean. 

3. Kxamino the rest of the regulator and 
auxiliary apparatus for grounda to ease or 
short circuits in connected leads, also the 
motor for arcing. 

If it is found that the interference caused 
by the regulator can bo ilolectcd* It h pos- 
sible to bypass the interforing energy to 
ground by connecting two condenvcTfl, of ap- 
proximately one microfarad each^ In sorlos 
between the outgoing feeders and than 
grounding the common connoctlon of the 
enndensers. If one side of the feeder fs 
grounded, only one condenser is necessary.

LAW AND VAGARIES OF "HOT" 
WIRE CIRCUITS

fera more energy than it receives, and. there- 
fore, its power factor is never greater than 
I or 100 per cent. If all of the energy 
of the steam wore used in accelerating and 
retarding the piston, then its power factor 
would be zero, hence power factor ranges 
from Jiero to one. One point more beforo 
we dismiss the steam engine. The energy 
that is interchanged between the piston and 
steam is not wasted and hence power factor 
is not the same as efRciency. Fig. 17 shows 
a single phase nlternutof supplying current 
to a set of lamps, L, through an inductive 
coil C» Remembering that an alternating 
current fluctuates, ahown in Fig, 14, when 
it ia ^ero, no magnetic field exists around 
the inductive coil, but the magnetic field 
increases with increase in the current and 
decreases as the current decreases. This 
magnetic field is a seat of energy as every- 
one knows who has been “kicked" by a spark 
plug. This energy is abstracted from the 
current as it increases from zero to a maxi- 
mum value, and then it is returned to the 
current as it decreasea from ita maximum 
value to Kcro, etc. There is thus an inter- 
change of energy between the generator and 
coil C and this energy is not used in light- 
ing the lamps. This energy is not loat, but 
it is first absorbed by the magnetic field sur- 
rounding the coil as the current increases 
and then it is returned aa the current de- 
creases, All of the energy supplied to the 
circuit consiaUng of coil and lamps is not 
utilized! in useful work and hence the power 
factor of the circuit is loss than one. This 
is closely analogous to the power factor of 
the Gleam engine expiained above. 

As power factor Is such a ghostly thing 
to many persons, perhaps another analogy 
and explanation will be juatifled. According 


to definition, power is the product of force 
and velocity In the direction of the force. 
Mules pull boats up the Chesapeake & Ohio 
Cnnal, but the mule walks on the hank 
while the boat moves up the middle of the 
canal. There ia thus an angle between the 
direction of motion of the boat and the 
force exerted by the mule, or in other words, 
all of the pull of the mule is not effective 
in moving the boat forward. The product 
of the force and the velocity of the boat 
would not be the power, but this product 
would have to be multiplied by a factor 
less than one. This constant ia the power 
factor. 

Similarly, power in an electric circuit is 
measured by the product of the electric pres- 
sure, w'hich corresponds to the pull of the 
mulot and the current which corresponds to 
the speed of the boat. If these two increase 
and decrease together then more power i» 
developed than if the current lags or leads 
the pressure explained in a preceding 
article. Under such conditions their product 
must be multiplied by a factor less than 
one to get the po^ver. This constant which 
may have any value from 0 to 1 is the 
power factor of the circuit, and it h the 
fluctuations of the alternating current that 
make alternating current calculations more 
complicated than direct current.

STATE LEGISLATURES IMPORTANT

But the primary is a terrible expense — 
to the bosses and the corporate interests 
that want to control government. Their 
fight against it is really a campaign for 
economy. Under the old convention system, 
money talked — and ruled. Anyone who 
wanted to pay enough for a nomination 
could be sure of getting it, and the prices 
were relatively low. 

I was once given what 1 believe to be 
reliable information that a certain sen- 
ator ship cost $38&,000. That sum covered 
not only the nomination, but the election: 
it controlled the legislature as well as the 
convention. It is the most expensive ften- 
atoTship of which t have any personal 
knowledge, though no doubt that price was 
capped in the celebrated battle in Montana 
in the days and ways of the late Senator 
Clark, 

But now. in Pennsylvania, the Pepper 
forces spend $2.0fl0,000 merely to nominate 
their man — ^and then fail to do it. Ts it 
strange that, purely as business men, they 
want to bring back the convention system, 
with its low prices and assured delivery of 
the goods? 

Not strange at all. But economy for the 
bosses is the wildest kind of extravagance 
for the people. The ordinary citizen can 
keep hia grip on public affairs only by hoM- 
ing tight to the primary, and to keep the 
primary, he must elect progressive candi- 
datca to his state legislature. 

There is another special reason for atten- 
tion to the state legislatures this fall. The 
child labor amendment has been blocked, hut 
it has not been killed. It is still before 
the country for ratification. Every pro- 
gressive legislature elected can ratify this 
great charter of protection to childhood - 
and there is no more important task before 
the land than this. 

The amendment has been blocked so far 
by wholesale misrepresentation. A selfish 
clique of manufacturers has manipulated 
public opinion from behind a screen of 


misguided farmers, who were told that the 
amendment would keep their boys from 
helping them in the field. Such fakes work 
for awhile: but by this time they should 
be worn pretty thinj and a vigorous effort 
on behalf of the children will put the 
amendment over in a great many states that 
have been hanging back or taking a hostile 
position. 

"A wildcat In the chamber is more dan- 
gerous than a lion in a distant desert, runs 
the Arab saying: and by the same rule, a 
progressive govern mo nt in one^s own state 
can give many services that the citizen 
would look for in vain at Washington. 
Don't forget the state legislatures.
